Act  of  April  12,  1828.     P.  L.  315. 

AN  ACT 

To  protect  tlie  property  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  citi- 
zens of  Philadelphia  at  Fair  Mount  and  the  purity  of 
the  Schuylkill  water. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  d-c..  That,  if  any  person  or 
persons  shall  hereafter  wilfully  take,  lead,  conduct  or 
carry  off  or  shall  knowingly  suffer  or  permit  to  he  taken, 
led,  conducted  or  carried  off  any  offal  or  any  putrid, 
noxious  or  offensive  matter,  from  any  dye  house,  still 
house,  brew  house  or  tan  yard  or  from  any  manufactory 
whatever  into  that  part  of  the  river  Schuylkill,  which  is 
between  the  dam  at  Flat  Rock  and  the  dam  at  Fair  Mount, 
near  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  every  such  person  shall  for 
each  and  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  of  not 
less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  magistrate,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of 
suit,  in  the  same  manner  as  debts  under  one  hundred  dol- 
lars are  by  law  recoverable,  by  any  person  that  shall  sue 
for  the  same  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  within  the 
county  of  Philadelphia,  one  half  for  the  use  of  the  plaintiff 
and  the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and 
citizens  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.,  3.  That,  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  here- 
after cut,  deface,  mutilate  or  otherwise  injure  any  part  of 
the  buildings,  machinery,  stone  work,  wood  work,  belong- 
ing to  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  forming  a  part  of  the 
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works  or  property  at  Fair  Mount,  every  such  person  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  like  sum  of  money,  to  be  recovered  in 
like  manner  with  costs  of  suit  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  the  county  for  the  uses  aforesaid:  Provided,  al- 
ways, That  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens  of  Philadel- 
phia shall  be  entitled,  notwithstanding  any  such  recovery, 
to  recover  damages  to  the  full  extent  of  any  such  injury 
against  the  person  or  persons  committing  or  doing  the 
same.

Sect.  39  -  *  *  And  provided,  also,  That  it  shall  he 
the  duty  of  the  City  Councils  to  obtain,  by  dedication 
or  purchase,  within  the  limits  of  the  said  City,  an  ade- 
quate number  of  squares  or  other  areas  of  ground,  con- 
venient of  access  to  all  its  inhabitants,  and  lay  out  and 
maintain  such  squares  and  areas  of  ground  as  open  public 
places,  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  forever.1

Sect.  4.  That  the  Councils  of  said  City,  whenever 
they  shall  select  any  square  or  other  area  of  ground  to  be 
laid  out  and  maintained  forever  as  an  open  public  place 
or  park,  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people,  shall 
have  the  power,  if  they  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof  as  to  price,  to  cause  a  petition  to  be  hied 
in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  City  and  County 
of  Philadelphia,  on  behalf  of  said  City,  setting  forth  by 
proper  metes  and  bounds  the  ground  so  selected,  and  that 
by  ordinance  the  said  Councils  have  appropriated  the 
same  for  said  purpose;  whereupon  the  said  court  shall 
appoint  a  jury  to  assess  the  damages  in  the  manner  now 
provided  by  law,  and  the  proceedings  thereupon  shall  be 
the  same  and  with  the  like  effect  as  upon  the  assessment 
of  damages  for  the  opening  of  streets  in  said  City.

AX  ACT 

Appropriating  ground  for  public  purposes  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  the  title  to,  and 
ownership  of,  the  area  of  ground  which  is  hounded  as  fol- 
lows:1 Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  river  Schuylkill,  at 
the  intersection  of  the  north  line  of  Bridge  street  and  low 
water  mark  in  said  river;  thence  along  said  north  line  of 
Bridge  street,  to  Bridgewater  street;  thence  along  the 
easterly  side  of  Bridgewater  street,  to  north  line  of  Haver- 
ford  street,  as  now  used;  thence  along  the  northeast  line 
of  said  Haverford  street  to  the  Pennsylvania  railroad; 
thence 'along  said  Pennsylvania  railroad,  to  the  Junction 
railroad;  thence  along  the  said  Junction  railroad,  its 
several  courses  and  distances,  to  a  point  where  it  intersects 
Girard  avenue;  thence  westwardly,  along  the  north  line 
of  Girard  avenue,  to  Forty-first  street;  thence  northward, 
along  Forty- first  street,  to  Lansdowne  avenue;  Jtihence 
along  said  Lansdowne  avenue,  westwardly,  to  Belmont 
avenue;  thence  along  said  Belmont  avenue,  northwardly 
to  Montgomery  avenue;  thence  eastward,  along  said  Mont- 
gomery avenue,  in  a  direct  line,  to  the  water  line  of  Fair- 
mount  dam;  thence  down  the  river  Schuylkill,  along  the 
low  water  line  thereof,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  except- 
ing therefrom  and  thereout,  that  parr  of  which  the  Schuyl- 
kill Navigation,  the  Pennsylvania  Central,  the  Junction 
and  the  Connecting  Railroad  Companies,  are  respectively

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seized,   for   the   execution   of   their   franchises,2    shall   be 

vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  he  laid  out  and 
maintained  forever,  as  an  open  public  place  and  park,  for 
the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  of  said  city,  and 
the  preservation  of  the  purity  of  the  water  supply  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Mayor,  the  Presidents  of  the  Select 
and  Common  Councils.  Commissioner  of  City  Property, 
the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Water  "Works  of  said  city,  together  with  ten  citizens 
of  said  city,1  who  shall  be  appointed  for  five  years,  five  of 
them  by  the  District  ( 'ourt,  and  five  of  them  by  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  of  said  city,  he.  and  the  same  are  hereby 
constituted  Commissioners  of  said  Park;  they  shall  organ- 
ize annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  June,  by  the  election 
of  a  president  and  secretary.4  hut  they  shall  receive  no 
compensation  for  their  services  as  Commissioners:  Pro- 
vided, That  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  that  part 
of  the  said  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  courts,  the 
court  from  which  the  appointment  was  made  shall  fill  the 
vacancy. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  owners  of  the  said  ground,5  by  the 
first  section  of  this  act  appropriated  for  public  purposes,

the  petition  of  any  person  whose  property  shall  be  so 
taken:  Provided,  however,  That  in  any  case  the  said  Com- 
missioners may  negotiate  and  agree  with  the  owners  of 
any  part  of  said  ground  as  to  the  price  thereof,  and  said 
price  shall  be  reported  to  the  said  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions, and  if  confirmed  and  approved  by  said  court,  shall 
be  conclusive  upon  said  city:  And  provided  further, 
That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  a 
jury  to  assess  the  damages  for  any  property  to  be  taken 
as  aforesaid  [the  said  jury  shall  estimate  the  advantage  to 
property  adjoining  or  in  the  vicinity10  and]11  said  jury12

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shall  proceed  and  their  award  shall  be  reviewed  and  en- 
forced in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  law  in  the  open- 
ing of  roads  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.13 

Sect.  4.  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  said  Park, 
after  they  shall  have  secured  possession  of  the  ground, 
shall  adopt  a  plan  for  the  improvement  and  maintenance 
thereof,  and  shall  have  power  to  proceed  with  the  same, 
and  all  moneys  expended  shall  be  under  their  supervision, 
but  no  contracts  shall  be  made  for  said  improvement  un- 
less an  appropriation  therefor  shall  have  been  first  made 
by  the  Councils  of  said  city.14 

Sect.  5.  That  as  soon  as  the  said  Commissioners  shall 
have  fully  organized,  they  shall  have  the  care  and  manage- 
ment of  Fairmount  Park,  on  both  banks  of  the  river 
Schuylkill,  and  all  plans  and  expenditures  for  the  improve- 
ment and  maintenance  of  the  same  shall  be  under  their

|  Sect.  6.  That  the  Commissioners  of  said  Park  are 
hereby  further  empowered,  whenever  the  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  shall  so  declare  by  ordinance,  to  take 
such  other  land  as  may  be  deemed  proper  by  said  Councils 
for  the  extension  of  said  Fairmount  Park,  between  the 
Spring'  Garden  Water  Works  and  the  Columbia  Bridge 
and  between  the  Reading  Railroad  and  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill, according  to  the  value,  which  shall  be  ascertained 
by  a  jury  of  twelve  disinterested  freeholders,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  said  city 
upon  the  petition  of  said  Commissioners ;  and  if  the  said 
Commissioners  shall  delay  petitioning  as  aforesaid  for  a 
period  of  sixty  days  after  notice  given  of  their  taking 
possession  of  said  ground,  then  said  jury  shall  be  ap- 
pointed upon  the  petition  of  any  person  whose  property 
shall  be  so  taken:  Provided,  however,  That  in  any  case 
the  said  Commissioners  may  negotiate  directly  and  agree 
with  the  owners  of  any  part  of  said  ground  as  to  the  price 
thereof,  and  said  price  shall  be  reported  to  the  said  Court 
of  Quarter  Sessions,  and  if  confirmed  or  approved  by  said 
court,  shall  be  conclusive  upon  said  city:  And  provided 
further,  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  have  re- 
course to  a  jury  to  assess  the  damages  for  any  property  to 
be  taken  as  aforesaid,  the  said  jury  shall  estimate  the 
advantage  to  property  adjoining  or  in  the  vicinity,  and 
said  jury  shall  proceed,  and  their  award  shall  be  reviewed 
and  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  law  in 
the  opening  of  roads  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.]10

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  appropriating  ground  for 
public  purposes,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved 
the  twenty-sixth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thou- 
sand eight  hnndred  and  sixty-seven. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  boundaries  of 
the  Fairmount  Park  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be 
the  following,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  north- 
easterly line  of  property  owned  and  occupied  by  the  Head- 
ing Railroad  Company,  near  the  City  bridge  over  the 
river  Schuylkill  at  the  Falls,  where  said  northeasterly 
line  [is  intersected  by  the  line  dividing  property  of  II. 
Duhring  from  that  of  F.  Stoever  and  T.  Johnson ;  extend- 
ing]1 from  thence  in  a  southwesterly  direction  upon  said 
dividing  line  and  its  prolongation  to  the  middle  of  the 
Ford  road;  from  thence  by  a  line  passing  through  the 
southeast  corner  of  Forty-ninth  and  Lebanon  streets  to 
George's  run;  thence  along  the  several  courses  of  said  run 
to  a  point  fourteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  and  a  half 
feet  from  the  middle  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  meas- 
ured at  right  angles  thereto;  thence  by  a  straight  line 
through  the  northeast  corner  of  Forty-third  and  Hancock 
streets  to  the  northerly  side  of  Girard  avenue  near  For- 
tieth street;  thence  by  the  said  northerly  side  of  Girard 
avenue  to  the  easterly  side  of  the  Junction  railroad  as  now

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used ;  thence  by  the  said  easterly  side  of  the  Junction 
railroad  and  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  to  the  north  side 
of  Ilaverford  street;  thence  by  the  northerly  side  of  said 
Haverford  street  to  the  westerly  side  of  Bridgewater 
street ;  thence  by  said  Bridgewater  street  to  the  north  line 
of  Bridge  street;  thence  by  said  Bridge  street  to  the  west 
abutment  of  the  Suspension  bridge;  thence  by  the  north- 
westerly side  of  the  Suspension  bridge  and  Callowhill 
street  to  the  angle  in  said  street,  on  the  southwesterly  side 
of  Fairmount  basin ;  thence  by  the  northerly  side  of  Cal- 
lowhill and  Biddle  streets  to  the  westerly  side  of  Twenty- 
fifth  street ;  thence  by  the  said  Twenty-fifth  street  to  the 
southwesterly  side  of  Pennsylvania  avenue;  thence  by  the 
southwesterly  side  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  to  the  west  side 
of  Thirty-third  street ;  thence  along  the  westerly  side  of 
Thirty-third  street  to  the  southwesterly  line  of  Ridge 
avenue;  thence  along  said  Ridge  avenue  to  the  south- 
westerly line  of  South  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery  (north  of 
Huntingdon  street)  ;  thence  by  and  along  said  property 
line  to  such  a  distance  from  the  shore  line  of  the  river 
Schuylkill  as  will  permit  the  location  of  a  carriage  road  one 
hundred  feet  wide  upon  its  margin ;  thence  along  said  river 
shore  and  its  several  courses  as  may  be  most  practicable, 
at  the  same  distance  as  above  specified  provided  said  dis- 
tance shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet),  to  a 
point  opposite  the  intersection  of  the  Ridge  turnpike  and 
School  lane;  thence  northwardly  to  a  point  on  the  south- 
westerly side  of  said  turnpike  road  opposite  to  the  south- 
easterly side  of  said  School  lane;  thence  by  the  south- 
westerly side  of  the  Ridge  turnpike  road  and  its  several 
courses  to  the  southeasterly  side  of  the  Wissahickon  creek ; 
thence  by  the  several  courses  of  the  said  southeasterly  side 
of  Wissahickon  creek  to  the  Schuylkill  river ;  thence  across 
the  water  course  of  said  river  to  the  northeasterly  line  of 
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the  Reading  Railroad  Company's  property  as  now  occu- 
pied and  in  use.  at  the  City  boundary  line;  thence  along 
said  northeasterly  line,  as  now  occupied  and  used  by  said 
railroad  company,  to  the  place  of  beginning;2  excepting, 
nevertheless,  thereout  the  several  water  works  and  their 
appurtenances,  which  are  included  within  these  boun- 
daries, and  such  uses  of  the  premises  immediately  adjacent 
to  the  same,  and  such  other  portions  of  the  ground  as  are 
described  in  the  plan,  as  the  City  of  Philadelphia  may 
from  time  to  time  require  fur  the  purposes  of  its  water 
department.3 

Sect.  2.  That  there  shall  be  laid  out  and  constructed 
a  road  of  easy  and  practicable  grades  extending  from  the 
intersection  of  the  northerly  line  of  the  Park  by  Belmont 
avenue  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  river  Schuylkill  to  the 
head  of  Roberts'  Hollow,  and  thence  along  said  hollow 
and  the  river  Schuylkill  to  the  foot  of  City  avenue,  laid 
out  with  the  ground  contiguous  thereto  for  ornamentation, 
of  such  width  and  so  constructed  as  the  Commissioners  of 
Fairmount  Park,  appointed  under  authority  of  the  Act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth.4  may  deter- 
mine. And  such  road  and  its  contiguous  ground  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  the  aforesaid  Park;  and 
said  Park  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  ascertain,  by  a  proper  survey,  the  limits  thereof, 
which  survey  they  shall  tile  in  the  Survey  Department  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia.  And  it  shall  also  be  the  duty 
of  said  Park  Commissioners  to  appropriate  the  shores  of 
the  Wissahickon  creek  on  both  sides  of  the  same  from  its

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month  to  the  Paul's  Mill  road,  and. of  snch  width  as  may 
embrace  the  road  now  passing  along  the  same;  and  may 
also  protect  the  purity  of  the  water  of  said  creek,  and  by 
passing  along  the  crest  of  the  heights  which  are  on  either 
side  of  said  creek,  may  preserve  the  beauty  of  its  scenery. 
The  said  Park  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  cause  a  proper  survey  to  be  made  of  said 
grounds  upon  the  Wissahiekon,  and  to  file  said  survey  in 
the  Survey  Department  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
the  grounds  and  creek  hereby  appropriated  are  declared 
to  be  a  part  of  Fairmount  Park. 

Sect.  -°>.  That  the  title  to  and  ownership  of  the  ground 
within  said  boundaries  shall  be  vested5  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  excepting  therefrom  so  mnch  as  shall  be  re- 
quired by  the  Schuylkill  Xavigation  Company,  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Reading,  the  Junction  and  Connecting  Rail- 
road Companies  for  the  execution  of  their  franchises  as 
now  provided  by  law.6 

Sect.  4.  So  much  of  the  ground  as  was  embraced  in  the 
act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  approved  the  twenty- 
sixth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty  -

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seven,  and  is  not  included  in  the  above  boundaries/  is 
hereby  released  from  all  claim  of  title  by  the  said  city, 
with  the  same  effect  as  if  it  had  never  been  included.8 

Sect.  5.  That  all  the  grounds  taken  within  the  bound- 
aries of  the  Fairmount  Park  by  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  powers  and  control  given 
by  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  and  the  Park  Commissioners  designated  by 
or  appointed  under  said  act  ;9  and  the  owners  of  all  ground 
taken  for  the  Park,  and  others  interested  therein,  shall  be 
compensated  as  in  said  act  is  directed  and  provided.10 

Sect.  6.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  have  power  and 
authority,  from  time  to  time,  to  vacate  any  street  or  road 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  Park  (excepting  Girard  ave- 
nue), and  to  open  for  public  use  such  other  roads,  avenues 
and  streets  therein  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Sect.  7.  The  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall 
cause,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Sur- 
veys, such  alterations  of  the  plan  of  survey  of  the  Twenty- 
fourth  Ward  as  lies  between  Fairmount  Park  as  by  this 
act  established,  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  and  the  City 
avenue,  and  of  the  contiguous  parts  of  the  Twentieth11

upon  the  eastern  side  of  the  river  from  the  intersection  of 
Pennsylvania  avenue  and  Thirty-third  street,  northward 
along  the  boundary  of  said  Park  to  the  river  Schuylkill. 

Sect.  8.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Park  shall  extend  to  the  breadth  of  the  footway  next  the 
Park,  in  all  avenues  or  streets  which  shall  bound  upon 
the  Park,  and  they  shall  direct  the  manner  in  which  such 
footways  shall  be  laid  out,  curbed,  paved,  planted  and 
ornamented ;  which  footways  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty 
feet  in  width  on  any  avenue  or  street  of  the  width  of  one 
hundred  feet,  and  of  like  proportion  upon  any  street  or 
avenue  of  a  greater  or  less  width,  unless  otherwise  directed 
by  the  Commissioners. 

Sect.  9.  The  said  Park  Commissioners  or  jury  who 
shall  assess  the  compensation  to  the  owners  for  the  ground 
taken,  shall  ascertain  and  make  compensation  for  build- 
ings,12 as  well  as  the  ground  taken ;  but  all  buildings  and 
machinery  and  fixtures  not  required  by  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners shall  be  removed  by  the  owners  thereof  whenever 
payment  of  the  compensation  awarded  them  shall  be  made 
or  tendered  to  them;  and  upon  such  payment  or  tender, 
the  Park  Commissioners  shall  forthwith  take  possession

The  said  Commissioners  and  jury  may  make 
partial  or  special  reports,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  court, 
as  they  may  be  ready  to  do  so,  and  the  court  may  act 
upon  such  reports  separately;14  and  the  powers  of  the 
jury  shall  continue,  unless  limited  by  the  court,  or  they 
he  required  by  the  court  to  make  report,  until  they  shall 
have  reported  on  all  the  cases  on  which  they  have  been 
appointed,  although  a  term  or  terms  of  the  court  shall 
have  intervened ;  and  jurors,  not  to  exceed  six  in  number, 
may  be  appointed  upon  one  or  more  eases,  according  to 
the  order  of  the  court  made;  and  whenever  any  report  of 
the  said  Commissioners  or  of  the  jury  shall  have  been 
confirmed  by  the  court,  the  valuation  made  shall  be  forth- 
with payable  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia.15

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Sect.  11.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  authorized 
and  required  to  raise  by  loans,  from  time  to  time,  such 
sums  of  money10  as  shall  be  necessary  to  make  compensa- 
tion for  all  grounds  heretofore  taken  or  to  be  taken  for

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limits,  again  to  sell  and  convey  in  absolute  fee  simple  to 
any  purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof,  by  deeds  to  be  signed 
by  the  Mayor,  under  the  seal  of  the  City,  to  be  affixed 
by  direction  of  Councils ;  either  for  cash,  or  part  cash  and 
part  to  be  secured  by  bond  and  mortgage  to  the  city,  paying

That  the  said  Park  Commissioners  shall  have 
authority  to  license  the  laving  down,  and  the  use  for  a

V.  Xo  one  shall  ride  or  drive  therein,  upon  any  other 
than  upon  the  avenues  and  roads. 

VI.  Xo  coach  or  vehicle  used  for  hire,  shall  stand  upon 
any  part  of  the  Park  for  the  purpose  of  hire,  nor  except 
in  waiting  for  persons  taken  by  it  into  the  Park,  unless 
in  either  case  at  points  designated  by  the  Commission. 

VII.  Xo  wagon  or  vehicle  of  burden  or  traffic  shall 
pass  through  the  Park,  except  upon  such  road  or  avenue

Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  said 
rules  and  regulations,  and  any  others  which  shall  be  or- 
dained by  the  said  Park  Commissioners,  for  the  govern- 
ment of  said  Park,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act.  or  the 
laws  and  constitutions  of  this  State  and  United  States —

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licensed  to  violate  or  permit  or  suffer  any  violation  of  said 
rules  and  regulations  or  any  of  them.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  police  appointed  to  duty  in  the  Park,  without 
warrant,  forthwith  to  arrest  any  offender  against  the  pre- 
ceding rules  and  regulations,  whom  they  may  detect  in 
the  commission  of  such  offence,  and  to  take  the  person  or 
persons  so  arrested  forthwith  before  a  magistrate  having 
competent  jurisdiction. 

Sect.  2o.  All  rents,  license  charges  and  fees;  all  fines, 
proceeds  of  all  sales,  except  of  lands  purchased,30  and 
profits  of  whatsoever  kind  to  be  collected,  received,  or 
howsoever  realized,  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury, 
as  a  fund  to  be  exclusively  appropriated  by  Councils  for 
Park  purposes  under  the  direction  of  said  Commission :

That  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  widen  and 
straighten  any  street  laid  out  upon  the  public  plans  of 
said  city,  as  they  may  think  requisite  to  improve  the  ap- 
proaches to  Fairmount  Park. 

Sect.  25.  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall 
suspend  or  affect  any  proceeding  pending  in  court  under 
any  existing  law;  but  the  same  shall  be  proceeded  in  as 
if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

Sect.  26.  The  damages  for  ground  and  property  taken 
for  the  purpose  of  this  act  shall  be  ascertained,  adjusted 
and  assessed  in  like  manner  as  is  prescribed  by  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement.32

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act  entitled  "An  act  appropriating  ground  for  public 
purposes  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,''  approved  the 
twenty-sixth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-seven. 

Sectiox  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Fairmount  Park  Commissioners,  in  the  name 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  prevent  and  restrain  the 
damage  or  the  destruction  of  any  trees  and  shubbery  upon 
any  premises  within  the  bounds  described  for  the  Fair- 
mount  Park,  by  the  supplement  to  the  act  creating  said 
Park,  approved  the  fourteenth  day  of  April,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-eight,  although  the  compensation  to  the 
owners  may  not  have  been  assessed  or  paid. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Fainnount  Park  Commissioners 
shall  have  power,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to 
adjust  the  boundaries1  of  said  Park  with  any  railroad  or 
canal  company  whose  track,  tow-path  or  canal  navigation 
lies  within  or  is  bordering  upon  said  Park,  and  with  any 
other  owner  bounding  upon  the  Park,  and  to  receive  and 
make  the  proper  conveyances  or  releases  in  adjusting  said 
boundaries  as  now  provided  by  law,2  and  if  an  increase 
of  width  be  conceded  to  any  company  or  companies,  or 
individuals,  or  an  exchange  of  property  be  made,  it  shall

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be  at  a  rate  of  compensation  not  less  than  a  just  and  pro- 
portionate share  of  the  cost  of  the  whole  property  paid  at 
any  time  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with  lawful  interest 
thereon,  which  compensation  shall  be  paid  into  the  sink- 
ing fund  of  said  city,  for  the  extinguishment  of  the  Park 
loan. 

•Sect.  3.  That  all  moneys  raised  by  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia by  loans  for  the  purchase  of  grounds  for  the 
Fairmount  Park,  and  the  construction  and  laying  out  the 
same,  shall  be  kept  separately  by  the  treasurer  of  the  said 
city  and  shall  be  appropriated  and  paid  for  no  other  pur- 
poses.3 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Park  Commis- 
sion, after  having  given  sixty  days'  notice  of  an  intention 
so  to  do,  to  take  actual  possession  of  any  lands  or  property 
included  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Park,  although  the 
compensation  or  damages  for  the  said  grounds  or  property 
may  not  have  been  assessed  or  paid;4  and  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  shall  thereupon  become  liable  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  compensation  or  damages  which  may  be 
awarded  for  taking  such  grounds,  as  of  the  date  when 
said  grounds  and  property  were  actually  taken  into  posses- 
sion, and  with  interest  from  such  date:  Provided,  That 
before  any  such  notice  be  given  as  hereinabove  provided, 
the  said  Park  Commissioners  shall  have  made  an  applica- 
tion to  the  court  for  the  appointment  of  a  jury  according 
to  the  provisions  of  law.5

In  case  of  inability  from  any  cause  to  fix  the  price  of 
any  land,  or  to  adjust  the  terms  of  any  exchange  of  ground 
required  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  a  jury  appointed  for  the  purpose,  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement.7 

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  City 
Councils  to  confer  upon  said  Park  Commission,  and  for 
the  Commission  to  accept,  the  care  and  management  from 
time  to  time  of  any  other  grounds  now  appropriated  or 
hereafter  to  be  appropriated  for  park  purposes  within  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  7.  Xo  Park  Commissioner,  and  no  Solicitor  act- 
ing for  said  Commission,  and  no  person  exercising  any 
office  or  holding  any  appointment  under  such  Commission, 
shall  receive,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  compensa- 
tion for  any  service  rendered  to  any  party  having  any 
claim  of  any  kind,  whether  for  land  damages,  or  in  any 
other  manner  arising  against  said  Commission,  or  the  city, 
excepting  only  the  proper  salary  or  compensation,  if  any, 
attached  to  his  office,   and  any  offence  against  the  pro-

To.  an  act  entitled  "An  act  appropriating  ground  for  pub- 
lic purposes  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  the 
twenty-sixth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-seven. 

Sectiox  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  Philadelphia  county 
to  confirm  the  partial  or  special  reports  of  Park  juries, 
and  to  order  payment  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  of  the 
damages  awarded  to  one  or  more  owners  of  land  from  time 
to  time,  although  the  jury  shall  not  specify  therein  by 
whom  the  damages  are  to  be  paid,  without  prejudice  to  the

A  FUHTHEK  SUPPLEMENT

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  care  and 
management  of  Hunting  Park;,  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, is  hereby  transferred  and  committed  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Fairmount  Park,  who  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  take  charge  of  the

Sect.  2.  That,  in  order  to  square  the  said  Hunting  Park 
and  to  make  the  same  suitable  and  more  attractive  in  shape 
for  the  purposes  of  a  Park,  the  said  Commissioners  may 
in  their  discretion  negotiate  with  the  owner  of  ground  on 
the  east  side  of  Hunting  Park  and  the  south  side  of  Bristol 
street  and  may  acquire  the  title  to  an  area  of  ground 
as  large  as  all  that  part  of  the  said  Hunting  Park  situate 
north  of  the  line  of  the  said  Bristol  street,  which  latter 
ground  may  be  given  in  exchange  for  the  ground  so  ac- 
quired east  of  the  said  Hunting  Park  and  south  of  the  said 
Bristol  street,  and  a  deed  or  deeds  so  agreed  to  be  given 
in  exchange  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  same 
shall  be  executed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, whenever  he  shall  be  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Park 
Commissioners,  and  the  said  exchange  to  be  made  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-three.2

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  a  survey  of  Militia  Hill  and  Fort  Hill  as 
a  site  for  a  public  park,  with  an  approach  thereto  from 
Philadelphia,  and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  exacted,  etc..  That,  for  the  purpose 
of  preserving  the  historic  sites  of  Militia  Hill  and  Fort 
II  ill,  upon  which  was  erected  Fort  Washington,  in  White- 
marsh  Township,  Montgomery  County,  with  a  view  to 
their  being  laid  out  as  a  public  park  and  maintained  with 
their  fortifications  as  nearly  as  possible  in  their  original 
condition  as  military  sites  for  the  benefit  of  the  people 
of  this  Commonwealth,  as  well  as  for  the  purpose  of  secur- 
ing an  adequate  approach  thereto  from  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, extending  from  said  park  along  both  sides  of 
Wissahickon  Creek  to  a  point  near  its  entrance  into  Fair- 
mount  Park  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  to  be  laid  out  and 
maintained  as  a  public  parkway  connection  between  said 
parks  for  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  of  this 
Commonwealth;  the  commissioners  hereinafter  named 
shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  cause  a  survey  of  all  of  said 
ground  to  be  made,  fixing  the  boundary  lines  thereof,  and 
shall  file  a  plan  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  with 
a  view  to  the  ultimate  acquisition  by  the  Commonwealth, 
through  purchase  or  condemnation,  of  the  title  to  all  the 
ground  embraced  within  said  boundaries  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid.     In  case  of  the  subsequent  condemnation  of  any 
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ground  within  said  boundaries  by  the  Commonwealth  for 
the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  owners  thereof  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  any  damages  for  the  taking  of  any  buildings  or 
parts  thereof,  that  may  have  been  erected  on  said  ground 
after  the  date  of  the  filing  of  said  plan  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  2.  The  commissioners  hereinafter  named  are 
hereby  authorized  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Common- 
wealth any  gift  or  gifts  of  money  or  of  lands  included 
within  or  situated  near  the  boundaries  of  said  park  and 
parkway  approach,  to  be  held  and  used  for  the  purposes 
thereof. 

Sect.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the 
foregoing  provisions,  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount 
Park,  constituted  under  the  act  of  Assembly  approved 
]\rarch  twenty-sixth  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven,  are  hereby  constituted  commissioners  to  establish 
said  park  and  parkway  approach ;  and  the  sum  of  eight 
thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  said  com- 
missioners to  defray  the  cost  of  making  said  survey  and 
filing  said  plan  and  the  necessary  expenses  incident 
thereto.

To  provide  for  the  acquisition  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
the  land  required  for  the  Fort  Washington  Extension 
of  Fairmount  Park  and  to  make  an  appropriation  there- 
for. 

Whereas  The  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  have 
completed  the  survey  of  a  park  including  the  historic  sites 
of  Militia  Hill  and  Fort  Hill,  upon  which  was  erected 
Fort  Washington,  in  Wkitemarsh  township,  Montgomery 
county,  and  a  parkway  approach  thereto  along  the  Wis- 
sahickon  from  Fairmount  Park  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, as  directed  by  the  act  of  June  eighteenth,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  fifteen  ;* 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  all  the  land 
within  the  boundaries  of  said  park  and  parkway  as  fixed 
by  the  said  Commissioners,  not  exceeding  in  all  eleven 
hundred  acres,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  public  park 
purposes,  to  be  laid  out  and  maintained  by  said  Commis- 
sioners as  a  public  park  and  parkway  for  the  health  and 
enjoyment  of  the  people  forever  and  the  preservation  of 
the  historic  monuments  therein  as  nearly  as  possible  in 
their  original  condition,  and  the  title  to  and  ownership  of 
said  land  is  hereby  vested  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania for  said  purposes. 

Sect.  2.  The  owners  of  the  land  appropriated  by  this 
act  shall  be  paid  therefor  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania such  compensation  or  damages,  as  may  be  found 
to  be  due  them  for  said  appropriation,  in  the  same  manner 
and  with  the  same  effect,  as  is  provided  in  the  case  of  the 
appropriation  of  private  property  for  park  purposes  by

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cities  in  the  act,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  the  cities  of 
this  Commonwealth  to  purchase,  acquire,  take,  use  and 
appropriate  private  property  for  public  park  purposes," 
approved  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  as  amended  by 
the  acts  approved  the  fifteenth  day  of  July,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven  and  the  sixth 
day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  nine.2  The  said  Commissioners  may  negotiate  and 
agree  with  the  owners  of  any  portion  of  said  land  as  to 
the  price  thereof  and  report  such  agreement  to  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  the  county,  in  which  the  land  lies, 
and,  if  such  agreement  is  approved  by  said  court,  it  shall 
be  binding  upon  the  Commonwealth  and  all  parties  in 
interest. 

Any  portion  of  the  sum  heretofore  appro- 
priated to  the  said  Commissioners  to  defray  the  cost  of 
making  said  survey  and  the  expens.es  incident  thereto,  not 
expended  therefor,  may  be  used  by  them  to  pay  counsel 
fees,  witness  fees,  court  costs  and  other  legal  and  con- 
veyancing charges  connected  with  the  acquisition  of  said 
land,  and  the  further  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  specifically 
appropriated  to  said  Commissioners  toward  the  cost  of 
acquiring  said  land  by  condemnation  or  purchase  as  afore- 
said and  its  improvement,  protection  and  maintenance. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  control  over  said  park  and  parkway,  which 
they  now  have  or  may  hereafter  acquire  over  any  other 
public  park .  or  parkway  under  their  care  and  manage- 
ment.

Relating  to  the  assessment  of  damages  for  the  appropria- 
tion of  land  for  public  use. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  in  all  cases  of  the 
appropriation  of  land  for  public  use,  other  than  for  roads, 
streets  or  highways,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  assess,  appor- 
tion or  charge  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the  damage  done 
to  or  value  of  the  land  so  appropriated  to,  among  or 
against  the  other  property  adjoining  or  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  land  so  appropriated,  nor  the  owners  thereof;  and  all 
acts  or  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed.

AN  ACT 

In  relation  to  the  laying  out,  opening,  widening,  straight- 
ening, extending  or  vacating  streets  and  alleys,  etc. 

Sect.  12.  Every  municipality  shall  have  a  general 
plan  of  its  streets  and  alleys,  parks  and  playgrounds,  in- 
cluding those  which  have  been  or  may  be  laid  out,  but 
not  opened ;  which  plan  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
engineer  or  other  proper  office  of  the  municipality,  and 
all  subdivisions  of  property  thereafter  made  shall  conform 
thereto.  The  location  of  streets  or  alleys,  or  parts  thereof, 
or  parks  or  playgrounds,  laid  out  and  confirmed  by  au- 
thority of  councils,  shall  not  afterwards  be  altered  with- 
out the  consent  of  councils ;  and  no  map  or  plot  of  streets 
or  alleys,  or  parks  or  playgrounds,  shall  be  entered  or 
recorded  in  any  public  office  of  the  county  in  which  said 
municipality  is  situated  until  approved  by  councils.  Xo 
person  shall  hereafter  be  entitled  to  recover  any  damages 
for  the  taking  for  public  use  of  any  buildings  or  improve- 
ments of  any  kind  which  may  be  placed  or  constructed 
upon  or  within  the  lines  of  any  located  street  or  alley,  or 
park  or  playground,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  located 
or  ordained  bv  councils.

Providing  for  the  manner  of  ascertaining,  determining, 
awarding  and  paying  compensation  and  damages  in  all 
eases  where  municipalities  of  this  Commonwealth  may 
hereafter  he  authorized  by  law  to  take,  use  and  appro- 
priate private  property  for  the  purpose  of  making,  en- 
larging and  maintaining  public  parks  within  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  such  municipality.1 

Sectiox  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  in  all  cases  where 
any  municipality  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  hereafter  be 
authorized  and  empowered  by  law  to  acquire,  enter  upon, 
take,  use  and  appropriate  private  property  for  the  pur- 
poses of  making,  enlarging  and  maintaining  public  parks 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  such  municipality,  when- 
ever the  Councils  thereof  shall  by  ordinance  or  joint 
resolution  determine  thereon,  the  compensation  and  dam- 
ages arising  from  such  taking,  using  and  appropriating 
of  private  property  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  be  con- 
sidered, ascertained,  determined,  awarded  and  paid  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided. 

Sect.  2.  If  the  compensation  and  damages  arising 
from  such  taking,  using  and  appropriating  of  private 
property  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  cannot  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  owners  thereof  and  such  municipalities,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  such  municipalities  to  tender  its  bond

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as  security  to  the  party  claiming  or  entitled  to  any  dam- 
ages, or  to  the  attorney  or  agent  of  any  absent  person,  or 
to  the  agent  or  other  officer  of  a  corporation,  or  to  the 
guardian  or  committee  of  any  person  under  legal  inca- 
pacity, the  condition  of  which  shall  he  that  the  said 
municipality  shall  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  such  amount  of 
damages  as  the  party  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  agreed  upon  or  assessed  in  the  man- 
ner provided  in  this  Act.  In  case  the  party  or  parties 
claiming  damages  refuse  or  do  not  accept  the  security  so 
tendered,  the  said  municipality  shall  then  give  the  party, 
his  or  their  as;ent,  attorney,  guardian  or  committee,  at 
least  ten  days'  written  notice  of  the  time  when  the  same 
will  be  presented  in  any  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
county  in  which  the  land  so  to  be  acquired,  taken,  used  or 
appropriated  is  situate,  for  approval;  and  thereafter,  the 
said  municipality  may  present  its  bond  to  said  court  of 
common  pleas,  and  when  approved,  the  said  bond  shall  be 
filed  in  said  court  for  the  benefit  of  those  interested,  and 
recovery  may  be  had  thereon  for  the  amount  of  damages 
ascertained  or  finally  determined,  if  the  same  be  not  paid 
or  cannot  be  made  by  execution  on  the  judgment  in  the 
issue  formed  to  try  the  question,  and  upon  the  approval  of 
said  security,  said  municipality  may  enter  into  possession, 
take,  hold,  use  and  enjoy  said  land  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said forever. 

Sect.  3.  In  case  the  compensation  for  damages  accru- 
ing from  such  appropriation  has  not  been  agreed  upon 
by  the  parties  in  interest,  any  court  of  common  pleas  of 
the  proper  county  as  aforesaid,  or  any  law  judge  thereof 
in  vacation,  on  application  thereto  by  said  municipality, 
or  any  person  interested  in  such  land  and  property,  shall 
appoint  three  discreet  and  disinterested  freeholders  as 
viewers,  and  appoint  a  time,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
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than  twenty  days. thereafter,  when  said  viewers  shall  meet 
upon  the  property  and  view  the  same  and  the  premises 
affected  thereby.  The  said  viewers  shall  give  at  least  five 
days'  personal  notice  of  the  time  of  their  first  meeting  upon 
the  owners,  agents,  attorneys  or  representatives  thereof, 
if  the  same  reside  within  the  county  in  which  such  muni- 
cipality is  located,  otherwise  by  handbills  posted  upon  the 
premises  or  by  such  other  notice  as  the  court  shall  direct. 
The  said  viewers,  having  been  duly  sworn  or  affirmed 
faithfully,  justly  and  impartially  to  decide  and  true  re- 
port to  make  concerning-  all  matters  and  things,  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  them  in  relation  to  which  they  are  authorized 
to  inquire  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  having 
viewed  the  premises,  or  examined  the  property,  shall  hear 
all  parties  interested  and  their  witnesses,  and  having  due 
regard  to  the  advantages  and  disadvantages,  shall  estimate 
and  determine  the  damages  for  the  property  taken,  used 
or  appropriated,  and  to  whom  the  same  are  payable;  they 
shall  give  at  least  ten  days1  notice  thereof  in  the  manner 
herein  provided,  to  all  parties  interested,  of  the  time  and 
place  when  said  viewers  will  meet  and  exhibit  said  report 
and  hear  any  exceptions  thereto.  After  making  whatever 
changes  are  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  the  said  viewers 
shall  make  report  to  the  court,  showing  the  damages,  if 
any,  allowed,  and  file  therewith  a  plan  showing  the  prop- 
erties acquired,  taken,  used  and  appropriated,  and  the 
names  of  the  persons  to  whom  such  damages  are  payable. 
Sect.  4.  Upon  the  report  of  said  viewers,  or  any  two 
of  them,  being  filed  in  said  court,  any  party  may  within 
thirty  days  thereafter  file  exceptions  to  the  same;  and 
the  court  shall  have  power  to  confirm  said  report,  or  to 
modify,  change  or  otherwise  correct  the  same,  or  refer 
the  same  back  to  the  same  or  new  viewers  with  like  power 
as  to  their  report.     Or  within  thirty  days  from  the  filing 
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of  any  report  in  court,  any  party  whose  property  is  so 
acquired,  taken,  used  or  appropriated  may  appeal  and 
demand  a  trial  by  jury,  and  any  party  interested  therein 
may,  within  thirty  days  after  final  decree,  have  an  appeal 
to  the  Supreme  Court.  If  no  exceptions  are  filed  or  no 
demand  made  for  trial  by  jury  within  the  said  thirty 
days  after  the  filing  of  said  report,  the  same  shall  become 
absolute.  The  said  court  of  common  pleas  shall  have 
power  to  order  what  notices  shall  be  given,  in  connection 
with  any  part  of  said  proceedings,  and  may  make  all  such 
orders  as  it  may  deem  requisite. 

Sect.  5.  The  viewers  provided  for  in  this  Act  may  be 
appointed  before,  or  at  any  time  after  the  entry,  taking 
or  appropriation  of  any  property  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid.  They  shall  have  power  to  administer 
oaths  and  adjourn  their  hearings  from  day  to  day  as 
they  may  find  necessary. 

Sect.  6.  The  costs  of  the  viewers  and  all  court  costs 
incurred  in  the  said  proceedings,  including  advertising 
and  printing  and  posting  notices,  shall  be  defrayed  by  the 
said  municipality,  and  each  of  the  said  viewers  shall  be 
entitled  as  compensation  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  dol- 
lars per  day,  for  every  day  necessarily  employed  in  the 
performance  of  the  duties  herein  prescribed. 

Sect.    7.    All    damages   when    ascertained    and    deter- 
mined shall  be  assessed  against  and  paid  by  the  muni- 
cipality so  taking,  using  and  appropriating  the  property 
as  aforesaid.

AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  cities  of  this  Commonwealth  to  purchase, 
acquire,  take,  use  and  appropriate  private  property 
for  public  park  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  and  the  right  is  hereby  conferred  upon  the  cities  of 
this  Commonwealth  to  purchase,  acquire,  enter  upon,  take, 
use  and  appropriate  private  property  for  the  purposes  of 
making,  enlarging,  extending  and  maintaining  public 
parks,  within  or  without  the  corporate  limits  of  such  cities, 
and  to  enter  upon,  take,  use  and  appropriate  any  poor- 
house  properties  held  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor 
of  any  districts,  wards  or  townships,  within  or  without  the 
corporate  limits  of  such  cities,  for  the  purposes  of  making, 
enlarging,  extending,  and  maintaining  such  public  parks, 
whenever  the  Councils  thereof  shall  by  ordinance  or  joint 
resolution  determine  thereon:  Provided,  That,  where  said 
private  property  is  outside  of  the  city,  it  may  be  annexed 
thereto  by  ordinance  of  such  city:  And  provided.  That 
where  any  poorhouse  properties  shall  be  so  taken,  and 
such  cities  shall  have  made  adequate  provision  for  there- 
after accommodating  and  supporting  the  poor  of  the  dis- 
tricts, wards  or  townships  within  such  cities,  wherein  such 
poorhouses  are  located,  nominal  damages  only  shall  be 
awarded  for  such  taking;,   and  the  land  shall   be  held  on 
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condition  that  such  cities  shall  continue  to  make  such  ade- 
quate provisions  for  the  poor  of  such  districts,  wards  or 
townships. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  of  said  cities  in  the  exercise 
of  the  right  so  conferred  has  heretofore  acquired,  taken, 
used  or  appropriated,  or  shall  hereafter  acquire,  take,  use 
or  appropriate  private  property  for  public  park  purposes, 
and  said  city  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners,  lessee 
or  lessees,  of  such  private  property  upon  the  compensation 
for  the  property  appropriated  and  the  damages  done,  or 
when  by  reason  of  the  absence  or  legal  incapacity  of  any 
such  owner  or  owners,  lessee  or  lessees,  no  such  compensa- 
tion can  be  agreed  upon,  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
the  proper  county,  or  any  judge  thereof  in  vacation,  on 
application  thereto  by  petition  by  said  city,  or  such  owner, 
lessee  or  any  person  interested,  shall  appoint  three  dis- 
creet, disinterested  freeholders  of  said  city  as  viewers  to 
view  and  ascertain  the  damages  done  by  reason  of  such 
taking,  use,  appropriation,  occupancy  or  injury,  and  shall 
appoint  a  time,  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  thirty 
days  thereafter,  for  said  viewers  to  meet  at  or  upon  the 
premises  where  the  damages  are  alleged  to  be  sustained  or 
the  property  taken,  of  which  time  and  place  ten  days' 
notice  shall  be  given  by  the  petitioner  to  said  viewers  and 
all  parties  interested  by  personal  service  when  such  serv- 
ice can  be  obtained,  otherwise  by  publication  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  and  by  handbills  posted  on  the  premises, 
or  in  such  other  manner  that  said  court  shall  direct.  And 
the  said  viewers  or  any  two  of  them  having  been  duly 
sworn  or  affirmed,  faithfully,  justly  and  impartially  to 
decide  and  a  true  report  make  concerning  all  matters  and 
things  to  be  submitted  to  them,  and  in  relation  to  which 
they  are  authorized  to  inquire  into,  in  pursuance  of  the 
provision  of  this  Act,  and  having  viewed  the  premises  or 
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examined  the  property,  shall  estimate  and  determine  the 
quantity,  quality  and  value  of  the  land  or  property  so 
entered  upon,  taken,  used,  appropriated  or  injured  as  the 
case  may  he,  and  having  a  due  regard  to  and  making  just 
allowance  for  the  advantages  which  may  have  resulted 
or  which  may  seem  likely  to  result  to  the  owner  or  own- 
ers of  said  land  or  property  in  consequence  of  the  making, 
enlarging  or  extending  of  such  public  park,  and  after 
having  made  a  fair  and  just  comparison  of  said  advan- 
tages and  disadvantages,  they  shall  estimate  and  determine 
whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  amount  of  damages  has 
been  or  may  be  sustained,  and  to  whom  payable,  and  make 
report  thereof  to  said  court.  If  any  damages  be  awarded 
and  the  report  of  said  viewers  he  confirmed  by  said  court, 
judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon,  and  if  the  amount 
thereof  be  not  paid  within  thirty  days  after  the  entry  of 
such  judgment,  said  judgment  shall  be  collected  by  due 
legal  process  as  other  judgments  are  collected  from  said 
city.  Upon  the  report  of  said  viewers,  or  any  two  of 
them,  any  party  who  may,  within  twenty  days  thereafter, 
file  an  appeal  from  said  report  to  said  court  in  writing, 
and  accompanied  with  an  affidavit  that  the  same  is  not 
taken  for  the  purpose  of  delay  but  because  the  affiant 
firmly  believes  that  injustice  has  been  done,  and  after 
such  appeal,  either  party  may  put  the  cause  at  issue  in 
the  form  directed  by  said  court,  and  the  same  shall  be 
tried  by  said  court  and  a  jury,  and  after  final  judgment, 
either  party  may  appeal  to  the  Superior  or  Supreme  Court 
under  the  provisions  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  other 
cases.  The  said  court  of  common  pleas  shall  have  power 
to  order  what  notices  shall  be  given  in  connection  with 
any  of  the  proceedings,  and  may  make  all  such  orders  as 
it  may  deem  requisite.  The  costs  incurred  in  the  pro- 
ceeding aforesaid  shall  be  defrayed  by  said  city,  and  each 
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nt'  the  viewers  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  sum,  not  ex- 
ceeding  rive  dollars  per  day,  or  such  compensation  as  shall 
be  decided  upon  by  the  proper  court,  not  exceeding  rive 
dollars  per  day,  for  every  day  necessarily  employed  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties.

( 'ivating  and  defining  the  offence  of  disorderly  conduct  by 
persons  on  railroad  and  railway  cars,  public  or  private 
parks  and  picnic  grounds  kept  for  the  amusement  of 
the  public  in  this  Commonwealth  and  fixing  the  penal- 
ties for  the  commission  of  such  offence  and  imposing 
duties  on  conductors. . 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That,  if  any  person  or 
persons  shall  wilfully  make  any  loud,  boisterous  and  un- 
seemly noise  or  by  using  obscene  or  profane  language  dis- 
turb and  annoy  any  one  who  shall  be  passengers  upon  any 
railroad  or  railway  car  or  who  may  be  visitors  at  any 
public  or  private  park  or  picnic  grounds  kept  for  the 
amusement  of  the  public  in  this  Commonwealth,  whereby 
through  such  conduct  the  public  peace  is  broken  or  dis- 
turbed or  the  public  annoyed,  he,  she  or  they  shall  be 
guilty  of  the  offence  of  disorderly  conduct  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  before  any  magistrate,  justice  of  the  peace, 
alderman,  mayor  or  burgess  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  the 
cost  of  prosecution  and  to  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  dollars  and  in  default  of  the  payment  thereof 
shall  be  committed  to  and  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
of  the  proper  county  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  commissioners 
in  charge  of  public  parks  within  cities  of  the  first  class 
of  this  Commonwealth  are  hereby  authorized  to  purchase, 
acquire,  enter  upon,  take,  use  and  appropriate  for  public 
park  purposes  private  property  adjoining  any  public  park 
within  said  cities,  whenever  in  their  opinion  such  prop- 
erty shall  be  necessary  for  the  improvement  of  said  park. 

Sect.  2.  In  exercising  the  power  aforesaid,  all  proceed- 
ings for  ascertaining  damages  and  assessing  the  benefits 
incident  thereto  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  law  au- 
thorizing cities  of  this  Commonwealth  to  acquire  by  pur- 
chase or  otherwise  private  property  for  public  park 
purposes.1

Authorizing  cities  of  this  Commonwealth  to  purchase, 
acquire,  take,  use  and  appropriate  private  property,  for 
the  purposes  of  making,  enlarging,  extending  and  main- 
taining public  parks,  parkways  and  playgrounds;  au- 
thorizing the  said  cities  to  purchase,  acquire,  take,  use 
and  appropriate  neighboring  private  property,  within 
two  hundred  feet  of  the  boundary  lines  of  such  public 
parks,  parkways  and  playgrounds,  in  order  to  protect 
the  same  by  resale  with  restrictions;  authorizing  the 
resale  of  such  neighboring  property  with  such  restric- 
tions in  the  deeds  of  resale  in  regard  to  the  use  thereof 
as  will  protect  such  public  park,  parkways  and  play- 
grounds ;  and  providing  for  the  manner  of  ascertaining, 
determining,  awarding  and  paying  compensation  and 
damages  in  all  cases  where  property  is  taken,  used  and 
appropriated  for  the  said  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  it  shall  be  lawful 
for,  and  the  right  is  hereby  conferred  upon,  the  cities  of 
this  Commonwealth  to  purchase,  acquire,  enter  upon,  take, 
use  and  appropriate  private  property,  for  the  purpose  of 
making,  enlarging,  extending  and  maintaining  public 
parks,  parkways  and  playgrounds  within  the  corporate

Sect.  4.  The  taking,  using  and  appropriating  hy  the 
right  of  eminent  domain,  as  herein  provided,  of  private 
property  for  the  purpose  of  making,  enlarging,  extending 
and  maintaining  public  parks,  parkways  and  playgrounds 
|  and  of  neighboring  property,  within  two  hundred  feet 
of  the  boundary  lines  of  such  public  parks,  parkways  and 
playgrounds,  in  order  to  protect  such  public  parks,  park- 
ways and  playgrounds,  their  environs,  the  preservation

AN  ACT 

Relating-  to  and  regulating  the  plotting  by  cities  of  the 
first  class  of  parks  and  parkways  in  built-up  sections 
thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.}  That,  when  a  city  of 
the  first  class  shall  hereafter  superimpose  upon  the  con- 
firmed plan  of  streets  of  said  city  any  park  or  parkway 
in  an  entirely  built-up  section  of  said  city,  the  placing  of 
such  park  or  parkway  on  the  city  plan  shall  be  considered 
as  an  appropriation  to  public  use  of  the  land  within  the 
lines  of  said  park  or  parkway  at  the  expiration  of  five 
years  from  the  date  of  confirmation  of  the  plan  showing 
such  park  or  parkway  by  the  board  of  surveyors  of  said 
city,  with  the  same  effect  as  if  the  land  within  the  boundary 
of  said  park  had  been  appropriated  for  public  park  pur- 
poses or  the  said  parkway  had  been  opened  to  public  use 
by  ordinance  of  councils,  unless  an  ordinance  actually  ap- 
propriating said  land  to  public  use  shall  have  been  pre- 
viously passed  or  the  ordinance  placing  such  park  or  park- 
way on  the  city  plan  shall  have  been  previously  repealed. 

Sect.  2.  Where  any  park  or  parkway  has  been  hereto- 
fore superimposed  upon  the  confirmed  plan  of  streets  of 
such  city  in  aii  entirely  built-up  section,  such  superimpos- 
ing shall  be  an  appropriation  for  public  use  of  the  land 
within  the  lines  of  said  park  or  parkway  at  the  expiration 
of  three  years  from  the  approval  of  this  act. 

Sect.  3.  From  the  da"te  of  confirmation  of  the  plan  of 
said  park  or  parkway  in  an  entirely  built-up  section  of 
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said  city  until  the  expiration  of  said  period  of  five  years, 
or  until  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  appropriate  to 
public  use  the  land  within  the  lines  of  such  park  or  park- 
way, the  owners  of  said  land  may  alter  their  buildings 
thereon  in  accordance  with  plans  approved  by  the  Bureau 
of  Building  Inspection  and  other  municipal  authorities 
having'  jurisdiction  thereof;  and,  upon  the  assessment  of 
damages  for  the  appropriation  of  their  property  to  public 
use,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  therefor,  in- 
cluding the  buildings  so  altered,  computed  as  of  the  date 
of  said  appropriation. 

Sect.   4.     All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 

Creating  an  Art  Jury  for  cities  of  the  first  class  and  pre- 
scribing its  powers  and  duties. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  in  every  city  of 
the  first  class  in  this  Commonwealth  there  shall  be  an  Art 
Jury,  composed  of  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  ex  officio,  and 
eight  other  members  to  be  appointed  by  him  as  hereinafter 
provided.  In  all  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
jury,  pertaining  to  work  under  the  special  charge  of  a 
bureau  in  any  department  of  the  city,  the  head  of  such 
bureau  shall,  also,  for  the  time  being,  act  as  a  member  of 
the  jury,  ex  officio. 

Sect.  2.  The  members  of  the  jury,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor,  shall  consist  of  a  painter,  a  sculptor,  an  archi- 
tect, a  member  of  a  commission  having  control  of  a  public 
park  in  said  city,  not  holding  any  other  office  under  the 
city  government,  and  four  other  persons,  not  engaged  in 
the  practice  of  the  profession  of  painting,  sculpture  or 
architecture,  but,  at  the  date  of  their  appointment,  mem- 
bers of  the  governing  body  or  teaching  force  of  a  corpora- 
tion or  corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  and  conducting  a  school  of  art  or  archi- 
tecture in  said  city.  Those  first  selected  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  in  groups  of  two,  for  terms  of  one,  two,  three 
and  four  years,  respectively,  from  the  first  Monday  of 
April,  and  thereafter  the  successor  of  each  of  them  shall 
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be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  years  from  the  'la re  of 
expiration  of  his  predecessor's  term,  except  in  the  case  of 
an  appointment  to  fill  a  vacancy  occurring  during  a  term, 
which  shall  he  for  only  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term. 
All  appointments  under  this  act  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  the  act  to  regulate  and  improve  the  civil 
service  of  the  cities  of  the  first  class,  approved  March 
fifth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  six,  but  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  confirmation  by  Select  Councils  of  the  said  cities. 
Sect.  3.  The  members  of  the  jury  shall  serve  without 
compensation  and  from  their  own  number  shall  elect  a 
president  and  vice-president,  to  serve  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  jury  shall  have 
power  to  adopt  its  own  rules  of  procedure  and  to  prescribe 
regulations  for  the  submission  to  it  of  all  matters  within 
its  jurisdiction.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
The  jury  shall  have  power  to  employ  a  secretary  and  such 
clerks,  stenographers  and  other  assistants  as  it  may  re- 
quire. All  employees  of  the  jury  shall  be  exempt  from 
the  provisions  of  the  act  to  regulate  and  improve  the  civil 
service  of  the  cities  of  the  first  class,  approved  Marcl 
fifth,  one.  thousand  nine  hundred  and  six.  The  councils 
of  said  city  shall,  by  ordinance,  provide  for  the  necessary 
expense  of  the  jury,  including  the  salaries  of  its  employees. 

Sect.  4.  Hereafter  no  work  of  art  shall  become  the 
property  of  a  city  of  the  first  class  by  purchase,  gift  or 
otherwise,  unless  such  work  of  art  or  design  for  the  same 
and  the  proposed  location  of  such  work  of  art  shall  first 
have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  art  jury  of 
said  city ;  nor  shall  any  work  of  art,  until  so  approved, 
be  erected  or  placed  in  or  upon  or  allowed  to  extend  over 
any  building,  highway,  stream,  lake,  square,  park  or  other 
public  place  belonging  to  or  under  the  control  of  said  city. 
The  jury  may,  when  it  deems  proper,  also  require  a  com- 
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plete  model  of  the  proposed  work  of  art  to  be  submitted  to 
it  before  taking  final  action  thereon.  The  term  "work 
of  art,"  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  include  all  paintings, 
mural  decorations,  inscriptions,  statues,  reliefs  or  other 
sculptures,  monuments,  fountains,  arches  or  other  struc- 
tures, intended  for  ornament,  or  commemoration.  Xo 
existing  work  of  art  in  the  possession  of  the  city  shall  be 
removed,  relocated  or  altered  in  any  way  without  the 
approval  of  the  jury. 

Sect.   5.     The  jury  shall  make  to  the  Mayor  annually, 

on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  February,  a  report  of 
its  proceedings  during  the  preceding  year  and  shall  also, 
from  time  to  time,  make  such  recommendations  for  im- 
provements to  the  city  as  it  may  deem  advisable. 

Sect.  0.  This  act  shall  not  limit  or  affect  in  any  way 
the  authority  conferred  by  law  upon  any  commission  to 
lay  out,  improve  or  maintain  any  public  park  in  any 
city  of  the  first  class,  now  under  the  control  of  such  com- 
mission ;  nor  shall  it  restrict  in  any  way  the  exercise  of 
full  discretion  by  such  commission  in  the  execution  of 
any  trust  created  by  deed  or  will. 

Sect.  7.  Xo  construction  or  erection  in  a  city  of  the 
first  class  of  any  building,  bridge  or  its  approaches,  arch, 
gate,  fence  or  other  structure  or  fixture,  which  is  to  be 
paid  for,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  by  appropriation  from 
the  city  treasury  or  other  public  funds,  or  for  which  the 
city  or  any  other  public  authority  is  to  furnish  a  site, 
shall  be  begun,  unless  the  design  and  proposed  location 
thereof  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  jury,  at  least 
sixty  days  before  the  final  approval  thereof,  by  the  officer 
or  other  person  having  authority  to  contract  therefor.  The 
approval  of  the  jury  shall  also  be  required  in  respect  to 
all  structures  or  fixtures  belonging  to  any  person  or  corpo- 
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ration,  which  shall  be  erected  upon  or  extend  over  any 
highway,  stream,  lake,  square,  park  or  other  public  place 
within  the  city,  except  as  provided  in  section  six  of  this 
act.  In  deeds  for  land,  made  by  any  city  of  the  first  class, 
restrictions  may  be  imposed  requiring  that  the  design  and 
location  of  structures  to  be  altered  or  erected  thereon  shall 
be  first  approved  by  the  art  jury  of  such  city.  Nothing 
requiring  the  approval  of  the  jury  shall  be  erected,  or 
changed  in  design  or  location,  without  its  approval.  If 
the  jury  fails  to  act  upon  any  matter  submitted  to  it 
within  sixty  days  after  such  submission,  its  approval  of 
the  matter  submitted  shall  be  presumed.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  planting  and  care  of  shade-trees  on 
highways  of  townships  of  the  first  class,  boroughs  and 
cities  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  pro- 
viding for  the  cost  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  in  townships  of 
the  first  class,  boroughs  and  cities  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania  there  may  be  appointed,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided^  a  Commission  of  three  freeholders, 
to  l»e  known  and  designated  as  the  Shade-tree  Commission 
of  the  said  township,  borough  or  city,  who  shall  serve 
without  compensation  and  who  shall  have  exclusive  and 
absolute  custody  and  control  of  and  power  to  plant,  set 
out,  remove,  maintain,  protect  and  care  for  shade-trees, 
on  any  of  the  public  highways  of  the  said  townships, 
boroughs,  and  cities,  the  cost  thereof  to  be  provided  for  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  stated:  Provided,  That  in  town- 
ships, boroughs  or  cities,  in  which  a  Commission  for  the 
care  of  public  parks  shall  have  been  created,  said  Commis- 
sion shall,  upon  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  as  provided  in 
section  two,  be  charged  with  the  duties  of  the  Commissi  mi 
as  above  provided  and  shall,  for  that  purpose,  be  possessed 
of  all  the  powers  herein  mentioned  and  granted.1

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Sect.  i\  The  commissioners  of  any  township  of  the 
first  class  or  the  councils  of  any  borough  or  city  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  may,  by  majority  vote  in  the  case 
of  the  commissioners  or  by  joint  resolution  in  the  case  of 
the  councils,  accept  the  provisions  of  this  act  ;2  and,  when 
such  majority  vote  or  joint  resolution  shall  have  been  duly 
passed  and  approved,  and  such  Shade-tree  Commissioners 
appointed,  or,  in  their  stead,  the  duties  and  powers  herein 
provided  have  been  devolved  upon  an  existing-  park  com- 
mission, then,  from  that  time  and  in  that  event,  this  act 
and  all  its  provisions  shall  be  in  full  force  and  applica- 
tion in  such  township  of  the  first  class,  borough  or  city, 
so  accepting,  and  such  commissioners  shall  be  appointed 
for  terms  of  three,  four  and  five  years,  respectively,  and 
on  the  expiration  of  any  term  the  new  appointment  shall 
be  for  five  years,  and  any  vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  the 
unexpired  term  only ;  and  in  townships  of  the  first  class 
the  said  appointment  shall  be  made  by  the  commissioners 
thereof,  and  in  boroughs  by  the  chief  burgess,  and  in  cities 
by  the  Mayor  thereof:  Provided,  That  in  cities,  where 
a  Commission  exists  for  the  care  of  public  parks,  the  term 
and  appointment  of  such  Commission  shall  not  be  changed 
by  this  actj  but  shall  be  and  remain  as  provided  by  the 
act  of  Assembly  or  by  the  ordinance  of  councils  creating 
such  Commission  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  public 
parks.

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Sect.  3.  That,  when  such  shade-tree  commissioners 
or  park  commissioners,  so  acting-,  shall  propose  the  setting 
out  or  planting  or  removing  of  any  shade-trees  or  the 
material  changing  of  the  same  in  any  highway,  rhey  shall 
give  pnblic  notice  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for 
the  meeting  at  which  such  contemplated  work  is  to  he  con- 
sidered, specifying  in  detail  the  highways  or  portion 
thereof,  upon  which  trees  are  proposed  to  be  planted,  re- 
moved or  changed,  in  one  or  more — not  exceeding  two  in 
all — of  the  newspapers  published  in  said  township,  bor- 
ough or  city,  once  each  week  for  at  least  two  weeks  prior 
to  the  date  of  said  meeting. 

Sect.  4.  The  cost  of  planting,  transplanting  or  re- 
moving any  trees  in  any  highway,  and  of  suitable  guards, 
curbing  or  grating  for  the  protection  thereof  when  neces- 
sary, and  of  the  proper  replacing  of  any  pavement  or  side- 
walk necessarily  disturbed  in  the  doing  of  such  work,  shall 
be  borne  by  the  owner  of  the  real  estate  in  front  of  which 
such  trees  are  planted,  set  out  or  removed ;  and  the  cost 
thereof  as  to  each  tract  of  real  estate  shall  be  certified  by 
the  commissioners  to  the  township  commissioners,  or  to 
the  presidents  of  the  councils  in  boroughs  and  cities,  and 
also  to  the  person  having  charge  of  the  collection  of  taxes 
in  such  township,  borough  or  city ;  and  upon  the  filing  of 
said  certificates,  the  amount  of  the  cost  of  such  improve- 
ment, of  which  notice  shall  also  be  given  to  each  property 
owner  involved,  accompanied  with  a  copy  of  the  aforesaid 
certificate,  together  with  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
payment,  shall  be  and  become  a  lien  upon  said  real  estate, 
in  front  of  which  said  trees  have  been  planted,  set  out 
or  removed;  such  lien  t<>  he  collectible,  if  not  paid  in 
accordance  with  notice  as  herein  provided,  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  liens  for  taxes  are  now  collectible  against 
the  property  involved. 
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Sect.  5.  The  cost  and  expense  of  caring  for  said  trees, 
after  having  been  planted  or  set  out,  and  the  expense  of 
publishing  the  notices  provided  for  in  section  three,  shall 
be  borne  and  paid  for  by  a  general  tax,  to  be  levied 
annually  in  the  manner  that  taxes  for  township,  borough 
or  city  purposes  are  now  levied  in  such  townships  of  the 
first  class,  boroughs  or  cities;  such  tax  not  to  exceed  the 
sum  of  one-tenth  of  one  mill  on  the  dollar  on  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  property  in  such  townships  of  the  first 
class,  boroughs  or  cities ;  and  the  needed  amount  shall 
each  year,  in  due  time,  be  certified  by  the  Shade-tree  Com- 
missioners to  the  proper  authorities  charged  with  the 
assessment  of  taxes  in  said  townships,  boroughs  or  cities, 
to  be  assessed  and  paid,  as  other  taxes  are  assessed  and 
paid,  and  to  be  drawn  against  as  required  by  said  com- 
missioners, in  the  same  manner  as  moneys  appropriated 
for  township,  borough  or  city  purposes,  are  now  drawn 
against  in  said  townships,  boroughs  or  cities:  Provided, 
That  the  commissioners  of  any  township  of  the  first  class; 
and  the  councils  of  any  borough  or  city,  accepting  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  may  provide  for  the  expense  of  the 
maintenance  of  trees  on  highways,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  by  actual  appropriation,  equal 
to  the  amount  certified  to  be  required  by  the  said  Com- 
mission, in  lieu  of  the  specific  assessment  above  authorized. 

Sect,  6.  The  Commission,  under  which  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  carried  out,  in  any  township  of  the 
first  class,  borough  or  city,  shall  have  power  to  employ 
and  pay  such  superintendents,  engineers,  foresters,  tree- 
wardens  or  other  assistants,  as  the  proper  performance  of 
the  duties  devolving  upon  it  shall  require;  and  to  make, 
publish  and  enforce  regulations  for  the  care  of,  and  to 
prevent  injury  to,  the  trees  on  the  highways  of  any  town- 
ship,  borough   or   city   accepting   the   provisions   of   this 
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act ;  and  to  assess  suitable  Hues  and  penalties  for  violations 
of  this  act:  Provided,  Such  regulations  shall  have  been 
published  at  least  twice  in  one  or  more — not  exceeding 
two — newspapers  of  the  township,  borough  or  city  in- 
volved, and  having  been  submitted  to  and  being  approved 
by  the  commissioners  of  the  township  of  the  first  class 
or  the  councils  of  the  borough  or  city  affected;  and  such 
fines  and  penalties,  so  assessed  for  violations  of  this  act, 
shall  become  liens  upon  the  real  property  of  the  offender 
and  be  collectible  by  the  constituted  authorities  as  liens 
for  taxes  upon  real  property  are  now  collected.3 

Sect.  7.  All  the  moneys  due  and  collected  from  fines 
or  penalties  or  assessments,  in  consequence  of  the  acts  of 
said  Shade-tree  Commission  in  enforcing  this  act,  shall 
be  paid  to  the  treasurers  of  the  townships,  boroughs  and 
cities  accepting  its  provisions,  and  shall  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of  said  Commission,  subject  to  be  drawn  upon  by 
the  said  Commission  for  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Sect.  8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately ;  but 
its  provisions  shall  not  be  and  become  binding  upon  any 
township,  borough  or  city  until  it  has  been  duly  accepted, 
as  provided  in  section  two.

AN  ACT 

To  authorize  the  regulation  of  the  location,  size  and  use  of 
buildings  in  cities  of  the  first  class. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That,  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  the  public  health,  safety,  order  and  general 
welfare,  cities  of  the  first  class  may  regulate  the  location, 
size  and  use  of  buildings  therein  and  may  make  different 
regulations  for  different  districts  thereof.  The  park  com- 
mission of  any  city  of  the  first  class  may  make  such  regu- 
lations as  to  the  location,  size,  and  use  of  buildings,  any 
portion  of  which  shall  come  within  two  hundred  feet  of 
any  park,  parkway,  playground  or  other  public  place  under 
its  care  or  management,  and,  upon  their  approval  by  the 
councils  of  such  city,  said  regulations  shall  have  the  same 
effect  as  if  originally  made  by  said  councils.1

Sectiox  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  Fairmount  Park 
shall  consist  of  the  area  of  water  and  of  ground  which  is 
embraced  within  the  following  limits,  to  wit,  beginning  at 
a  point  in  the  northeasterly  line  of  property  owned  and 
occupied  by  the  Reading  Railroad  Company  near  the  city 
bridge  over  the  river  Schuylkill  at  the  Falls,  where  said 
northeasterly  line  is  intersected  by  the  line  dividing  prop- 
erty of  H.  Duhring  from  that  of  F.  Stoever  and  T.  John- 
son; extending  from  thence  in  a  southwesterly  direction 
upon  said  dividing  line  and  its  prolongation  to  the  middle 
of  the  Ford  road;  from  thence  by  a  line  passing  through 
the  southeast  corner  of  Forty-ninth  and  Lebanon  streets  to 
George's  Run ;  thence  along  the  several  courses  of  said  run 
to  a  point  fourteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  and  a  half 
feet  from  the  middle  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  meas- 
ured at  right  angles  thereof;  thence  by  a  straight  line 
through  the  northeast  corner  of  Forty-third  and  Hancock 
streets  to  the  northerly  side  of  Girard  avenue  near  Fortieth 
street ;  thence  by  the  said  northerly  line  of  Girard  avenue 
to  the  easterly  side  of  the  Junction  railroad  as  now  used; 
thence  bv  the  said  easterlv  side  of  the  Junction  railroad 
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and  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  to  the  north  side  of  Haver- 
ford  street ;  thence  by  the  northerly  side  of  said  Haverford 
street  to  the  westerly  side  of  Bridgewater  street ;  thence 
by  the  said  Bridgewater  street  to  the  north  line  of  Bridge 
street;  thence  by  said  Bridg'e  street  to  the  west  abutment 
of  the  Suspension  bridge ;  thence  by  the  northwesterly  side 
of  the  Suspension  bridge  and  Callowhill  street  to  the  angle 
in  said  street  on  the  southwesterly  side  of  Fairmount 
Basin ;  thence  by  the  northerly  side  of  Callowhill  and 
Biddle  streets  to  the  westerly  side  of  Twenty-fifth  street : 
thence  by  the  said  Twenty-fifth  street  to  the  southwesterly 
side  of  Pennsylvania  avenue ;  thence  by  the  said  south- 
westerly side  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  to  the  west  side  of 
Thirty-third  street;  thence  along  the  westerly  line  of 
Thirty-third  street  to  the  southwesterly  line  of  Bidge  ave- 
nue; thence  along  said  Bidge  avenue  to  the  southwesterly 
line  of  South  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery  (north  of  Huntingdon 
street)  ;  thence  by  and  along  said  property  line  to  such  a 
distance  from  the  shore  line  of  the  river  Schuylkill  as  will 
permit  the  location  of  a  carriage  road  one  hundred  feet 
wide  upon  its  margin;  thence  along  the  said  river  shore 
and  its  several  courses,  as  may  be  most  practicable,  at  the 
same  distance  as  above  specified  (provided  said  distance 
shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet),  to  a  point 
opposite  the  intersection  of  the  Bidge  turnpike  and  School 
lane;  thence  northwardly  to  a  point  on  the  southwesterly 
side  of  said  turnpike  road  opposite  to  the  southeasterly  side 
of  said  School  lane ;  thence  by  the  southwesterly  side  of  the 
Bidge  turnpike  road  and  its  several  courses  to  the  south- 
easterly side  of  the  AVissahickon  creek;  thence  by  the  sev- 
eral courses  of  the  southeasterly  side  of  Wissahickon  creek 
to  the  Schuylkill  river ;  thence  across  the  water  course  of 
said  river  to  the  northeasterly  line  of  the  Beading  Railroad 
Company's  property,  as  now  occupied  and  in  use,  at  the 
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city  boundary  line;  thence  along-  said  northeasterly  line,  as 
now  occupied  and  used  by  said  railroad  company,  to  the 

place  of  beginning'.  Excepting,  nevertheless,  hereout  the 
several  water  works  and  their  appurtenances,  which  are  in- 
cluded within  these  boundaries,  and  such  nses  of  the  prem- 
ises immediately  adjacent  to  the  same  and  such  other  por- 
tions of  the  ground  as  are  described  in  this  section,  as  the 
city  may  from  time  to  time  require  for  the  purposes  of  its 
Water  Department;1  and  saving  the  rights  and  franchises 
of  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company  and  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading,  Connecting  and  Junction  Railroad 
Companies,  as  now  provided  by  law.2 

Sect.  2.  That  there  shall  be  laid  out  and  constructed  a 
road  of  easy  and  practicable  grades,  extending  from  the 
intersection  of  the  northerly  line  of  the  Park  by  Belmont 
avenue  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  river  Schuylkill  to  the 
head  of  Roberts'  Hollow  and  thence  along  the  said  hollow 
and  the  river  Schuylkill  to  the  foot  of  City  avenue,  laid  out 
with  ground  contiguous  thereto  for  ornamentation  of  such 
width  and  so  constructed  as  the  Commissioners  of  Fair- 
mount  Park,  appointed  under  authority  of  the  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth,  may  determine. 
And  the  City  of  Philadelphia  hereby  declares  its  design 
and  intent  to  make  such  road  and  its  contiguous  ground  a 
part  of  the  aforesaid  Park  and  it  hereby  authorizes  said 
Commissioners  to  ascertain  by  proper  survey  and  report 
its  boundaries,  so  that  the  same  may  be  duly  appropriated.3 
And  the  said  Commissioners  shall  in  like  manner  lay  out 
and  cause  to  be  opened  an  avenue  outside  of  and  extend-

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ing  along  so  much  of  the  boundary  of  the  Park,  as  is  be- 
tween the  point  of  beginning  in  the  description  given  in 
the  first  section  of  this  Ordinance  and  Girard  avenue, 
which  new  avenue  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred  feet 
in  width ;  and  in  like  manner  on  the  easterly  side  of  the 
river  they  shall  lay  out  and  cause  to  be  opened  a  similar 
avenue  extending  outside  of  and  along  the  Park  boundary 
from  the  intersection  of  Thirty-third  street  and  Pennsyl- 
vania avenue  northwardly  and  westwardly  to  the  river 
Schuylkill.  And  the  said  Commission  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  exercise  over  the  said  new  avenues 
and  also  over  so  much  of  Girard  avenue,4  as  is  included 
within  the  limits  of  the  Park,  such  authority  as  may  be 
requisite  for  their  proper  laying  out,  decoration  and  im- 
provement and  for  their  preservation  as  public  highways 
adjacent  to  the  Park.5 

Sect.  3.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  hereby  declares  its 
intention  to  appropriate  the  shores  of  the  Wissahickon 
creek  on  both  sides  of  the  same  from  its  mouth  to  such 
point,  as  may  hereafter  be  determined  by  said  Park  Com- 
missioners, and  of  such  width,  as  may  embrace  the  road 
now  passing  along  the  same  and  may  also  protect  the 
purity  of  the  water  of  said  creek  and  preserve  the  beauty 
of  the  scenery  upon  its  banks,  so  that  the  same  may  be 
hereafter  added  to  Fairmount  Park  and  constitute  a  part 
of  the  same.  And  the  said  Commissioners  of  Fairmount 
Park  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  with  the  aid 
of  a  proper  survey  to  define  the  appropriate  limits  of  the

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ground  proper  to  be  taken  for  Park  uses  upon  both  shores 
of  the  Wissahiekon  and  to  report  the  same  for  such  definite 
legislation  thereon  as  may  be  requisite  and  proper  for  the 
Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.6 

Sect.  4.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  in  pursuance  of  the 
several  Acts  of  Assembly  enabling  it  so  to  do  and  of  any 
and  all  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth conferring  such  power  upon  it7  does  hereby  appro- 
priate and  set  apart  forever  the  area  of  land  and  water 
comprised  within  the  limits  prescribed  in  the  preceding 
sections  of  this  ordinance  as  an  open  public  ground  and 
Park  for  the  preservation  of  the  purity  of  the  Schuylkill 
water  and  of  the  health  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  for- 
ever.8 

Sect.  5.  That,  in  addition  to  the  powers  conferred  by 
the  Act  of  Assembly  creating  the  Commission  upon  the 
Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park,  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia hereby  authorizes  and  empowers  said  Commission  to 
take  possession  of  so  much  of  the  ground  contained  within 
the  limits  set  forth  in  the  preceding  sections  of  this  ordi- 
nance, as  may  be  beyond  the  limits  of  the  ground  appropri- 
ated by  or  under  the  Act  of  Assembly  establishing  said 
Commission,  and  to  exercise  over  the  same  as  part  of  Pair- 
mount  Park  all  the  powers  and  authorities  which  are  re- 
quisite for  its  appropriation,  its  laying  out  and  adornment 
as  part  of  the  Park,9  subject,  nevertheless,  to  such  appro-

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priations  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  made  for  such 
purposes  by  the  Councils  of  the  City.10 

Sect.  6.  That  the  said  Commission  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  negotiate  with  the 
owners  of  so  much  of  the  land  included  within  the  afore- 
said limits  as  is  beyond  the  boundaries  mentioned  in  the 
Act  of  Assembly  establishing  the  Commission11  and  to 
agree  with  them,  if  it  be  practicable,  as  to  the  price  of  their 
land1"  and,  if  it  is  not  practicable  so  to  do,  that  the  Law 
Department  of  the  City  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  upon  the  request  of  said  Commission  to 
take  proper  steps  in  the  law  for  the  ascertaining  and  ad- 
justing of  the  damages  attending  the  taking  of  such  land.13

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  purchase  of  a  certain  tract  of  land  on 
the  west  side  of  the  Schuylkill  river,  in  the  Twenty- 
fourth  Ward,  and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Solicitor 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  examine  the  title 
to  a  certain  tract  of  land  situate  on  the  west  side  of  the 
river  Schuylkill,  bounded  by  the  Columbia  bridge,  Mont- 
gomery avenue,  Fortieth  street  and  Columbia  avenue, 
in  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward  of  the  said  City,  containing 
about  four  acres  and  fifty-five  perches.  And,  if  he  ap- 
prove of  the  same,  that  he  cause  to  be  prepared  a  con- 
veyance of  the  said  tract  of  land  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia in  fee  simple.  The  consideration  money  therefor 
to  be  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  and  two  hundred  dol- 
lars. Said  tract  to  be  within  the  limits  of  Fairmount 
Park,  but  subject  to  the  use  and  direction  of  the  Water 
Department  as  far  as  required  for  engine  houses,  engines, 
forcing  pumps,  etc.,  to  drive  the  water  into  Belmont  basin, 
with  the  restriction  that  nothing  combustible  shall  be 
erected  or  deposited  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  Co- 
lumbia bridge. 

•Sect.  2.  That  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  two  hun- 
dred dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  consideration  money  for  the  said  tract  of  land

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described  in  the  first  section  hereof  and  that  the  said 
amount  shall  be  reimbursed  from  a  loan  to  be  created 
for  the  further  extension  of  Fairmount  Park  and  for  the 
improvement  thereof.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the

Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  enter  security  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
for  the  payment  of  any  damages,  that  may  be  awarded  by 
reason  of  the  appropriation  of  said  land  for  public  use, 
and  upon  the  entry  of  said  security  the  Commissioners  of 
Fairmount  Park  are  requested  to  take  possession  of  said 
land.

AX  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  acceptance  of  an  offer  made  by  the  Girard 
Trust  Company,  et  al.,  trustees,  et  al.  to  convey  to  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  land  contained  within  the  boun- 
daries of  an  extension  of  Fairmount  Park  in  the 
Twenty-second  Ward  and  the  beds  of  certain  streets  and 
avenues  adjacent  thereto,  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions contained  in  said  offer ;  directing  the  City  Solici- 
tor to  prepare  and  have  executed  deeds  and  other  instru- 
ments in  writing  to  carry  such  offer  into  effect ;  to  au- 
thorize the  opening  of  Mount  Airy  avenue,  Ellet  street 
and  South  Mount  Pleasant  road,  Sedgwick  and  Ellet 
streets ;  to  appropriate  land  for  extensions  of  Fairmount 
Park ;  to  authorize  the  construction  of  sewers,  the  lay- 
ing of  water  pipe,  the  curbing  and  paving  of  sidewalks 
and  the  paving  of  roadways  of  the  following  streets: 
Xorth  Mount  Pleasant  road,  South  Mount  Pleasant 
road,  Wissahickon  avenue,  Wayne  avenue,  Ellet  street 
and  Sedgwick  street ;  and  to  authorize  the  entering  of 
security  by  the  Mayor. 

Whereas  The  respective  heirs  and  devisees  of  James 
S.  Mason  and  of  George  W.  Carpenter  have  offered  to 
convey  unto  the  City  of  Philadelphia  certain  tracts  of  land 
for  an  extension  of  Fairmount  Park  and  the  beds  of  cer- 
tain streets  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward  upon  the  terms 
and  conditions  set  forth  in  the  following  letter  directed 
to  the  Mavor : 
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Philadelphia,  March  7,  1916. 

To  the  Presidents  and  Members  of  the  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  undersigned  beg  leave  to  submit  to  your  considera- 
tion tbe  following  letter  written  by  them  as  the  owners  of 
certain  tracts  of  land  in  the  Twenty-second  Ward  of  the 
City,  one  of  them  bounded  by  Allen  lane,  Wissahickon 
avenue.  Greene  and  Carpenter  streets,  and  the  other 
bounded  by  Greene  street,  Mount  Airy  avenue,  McCallum 
street  and  Ellet  street. 

The  Bureau  of  Surveys,  under  authority  of  ordinances 
of  Councils,  approved  April  10,  1912,  and  December  29, 
1913,  has  placed  on  the  confirmed  plan  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  within  the  lines  aforesaid,  an  extension  of 
Fairmount  Park,  covering  about  twenty-one  (21)  acres, 
and  the  following  streets  have  also  been  projected  on  said 
plan  across  the  said  properties:  Wayne  avenue,  Sherman 
street,  Mount  Airy  avenue,  Sedgwick  street,  Ellet  street 
and  Xorth  and  South  Mount  Pleasant  roads. 

The  undersigned  are  desirous  that  the  City  shall,  at  an 
early  date,  at  its  expense,  open  and  grade  all  of  the  said 
streets,  and  that  the  City  shall  do  the  original  paving  and 
all  other  street  improvements,  including  the  construction 
of  sewers,  curbs  and  sidewalks,  laying  water  pipes,  etc.,  of 
the  roads  surrounding  the  aforesaid  Park  extension  and 
the  extension  of  Xorth  and  South  Mount  Pleasant  roads  to 
McCallum  street,  except  Wissahickon  avenue,  paying  the 
cost  thereof,  except  such  part  as  is  properly  and  usually 
chargeable  against  the  abutting  property  of  the  under- 
signed, which  part  of  said  cost  shall  be  borne  by  the  under- 
signed, each  of  whom  agrees  to  pay  his  or  their  respective 
pro  rata  shares ;  and  the  undersigned  are  willing,  if  the 
opening  and  grading  of  all  the  said  streets  are  completed 
within  one  year  and  the  other  things  above  stipulated  are 
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completed  within  three  years  from  the  passage  of  an  ordi- 
nance accepting  this  offer,  in  consideration  therefor,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Orphans'  Court,  where  snch 
may  be  necessary,  to  convey  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia : 

(1)  The  parcel  of  about  twenty-one  (21)  acres,  com- 
prising the  said  extension  of  Fairmount  Park.  (Part  be- 
longing to  said  owners.) 

(2)  The  beds,  aggregating  more  than  nineteen  (19) 
acres,  of  the  following  streets  on  said  plan  : 

(a)  Wayne  avenue,  from  Carpenter  street  to  Allen  lane. 

(b)  Mount  Airy  avenue,  from  McCallum  street  to 
Wissahickon  avenue.     (Part  belonging  to  said  owners. ) 

(c)  Sherman  street,  from  Xorth  Mount  Pleasant  road 
to  Allen  lane. 

(d)  Xorth  Mount  Pleasant  road,  between  McCallum 
street  and  Wissahickon  avenue,  South  Mount  Pleasant 
road,  between  McCallum  street  and  Wayne  avenue.  (Part 
belonging  to  said  owners.) 

(e)  Sedgwick  street,  from  Sherman  street  to  Wissa- 
hickon avenue. 

(f)  Ellet  street,  from  property  line  southwest  of  Sher- 
man street  to  Sedgwick  street, 

(g)  Xortheast  side  of  Wissahickon  avenue,  between 
Carpenter  street  and  Allen  lane. 

(la.)  Southwest  side  of  Sherman  street,  from  Carpenter 
street  to  Ellet  street. 

The  title  to  the  land  included  in  the  said  extension  of 
Fairmount  Park,  together  with  the  beds  of  the  streets 
aforesaid,  shall  be  made  by  the  undersigned  immediately 
upon  the  due  acceptance  by  the  said  City  of  the  terms  and 
conditions  set  forth  in  this  letter,  subject,  however,  to  the 
definite  condition  subsequent,  that,  unless  the  herein  pro- 
vided grading  is  substantially  completed  by  the  said  City 
within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  and 
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the  other  things  herein  stipulated  are  substantially  per- 
formed and  completed  within  three  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance  and  from  the  delivery  of  good  and  suffi- 
cient deeds,  said  land  shall  revert  to  and  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  said  grantors  respectively:  Provided,  That 
the  City  shall  secure  the  legal  opening  of  that  portion  of 
South  Mount  Pleasant  road,  from  the  property  line  of 
James  S.  Mason  et  al.,  about  sixty  (60)  feet  southwest  of 
Greene  street,  to  the  property  line  of  Estate  of  George  W. 
Carpenter,  about  three  hundred  (300)  feet  northeast  of 
Greene  street;  also  the  legal  opening  of  that  portion  of 
Ellet  street,  from  property  line  of  the  Estate  of  George  W. 
Carpenter,  about  one  hundred  and  seventy-six  (176)  feet 
southwest  of  Sherman  street,  to  the  northeast  side  of  Sher- 
man street ;  and  also  the  legal  opening  of  Mount  Airy 
avenue,  from  Greene  to  McC'allum  street;  and  shall  also 
acquire  for  Park  purposes  the  property  needed  to  complete 
the  extension  of  Fairmount  Park  as  now  upon  the  City 
plan  lying  between  the  northwest  side  of  South  Mount 
Pleasant  road  and  the  easterly  and  southerly  boundary 
lines  of  the  Mason  and  Carpenter  properties  respectively. 
We  respectfully  request,  if  this  offer  is  accepted,  that 
proper  ordinances  be  passed  by  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  of  the  City  accepting  the  proposition  and  au- 
thorizing the  opening  and  improvement  of  the  streets 
aforesaid.

Sect.  5.  Upon  receipt  of  deeds  of  conveyance  to  the 
City  of  the  beds  of  Wayne  avenue,  from  Carpenter  street 
to  Aliens  lane;  Mount  Airy  avenue,  from  McCallum  street 
to  Wissahickon  avenue  (part  belonging  to  said  owners)  ; 
Sherman  street,  from  Xorth  Mount  Pleasant  road  to  Aliens 
lane;  Xorth  Mount  Pleasant  road,  from  Wissahickon  ave- 
nue to  McCallum  street ;  South  Mount  Pleasant  road,  from 
Wayne  avenue  to  McCallum  street  (part  belonging  to 
said  owners)  ;  Sedgwick  street,  from  Sherman  street  to 
Wissahickon  avenue;  Ellet  street,  from  property  line 
southwest  of  Sherman  street  to  Sedgwick  street ;  northeast 
side  of  Wissahickon  avenue,  from  Carpenter  street  to 
Aliens  lane ;  southwest  side  of  Sherman  street,  from  Car- 
penter street  to  Ellet  street,  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solici- 
tor; and  of  all  the  land  belonging  to  said  owners  within 
the  boundaries  of  said  extension  of  Fairmount  Park,  satis- 
factory to  the  Park  Solicitor ;  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  herebv  authorized   and  directed   to  enter  into 
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contracts  for  grading-  the  following  streets  to  the  estab- 
lished grade  of  the  City,  with  the  necessary  drains  etc. : 
Wayne  avenue,  from  Carpenter  street  to  Aliens  lane,  ex- 
cepting space  to  be  occupied  by  bridge ;  Mount  Airy  ave- 
nue, from  Greene  street  to  Wissahickon  avenue ;  Sherman 
street,  from  North  Mount  Pleasant  road  to  Aliens  lane ; 
North.  Mount  Pleasant  road,  from  McC'allum  street  to 
Wissahickon  avenue;  South  Mount  Pleasant  road,  from 
McCallum  street  to  Wayne  avenue;  Sedgwick  street,  from 
Sherman  street  to  Wissahickon  avenue;  Ellet  street,  from 
Sherman  street  to  Sedgwick  street;-  the  cost  of  said  work 
to  be  taken  from  the  item  for  grading  in  the  appropriation 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Highways. 
In  all  cases  where  the  material  required  to  excavate  or  till 
any  legally  opened  streets  within  six  (6)  blocks  of  the 
streets  herein  authorized  to  be  graded  can  be  interchange-, 
ably  used,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  advertise  for  and  award  the  contract  so  that  the  same 
shall  be  embodied  in  one  and  the  same  contract:  Provided, 
That  the  grading  shall  be  advertised  for  and  the  contract 
awarded  to  the  lowes.t  responsible  bidder. 

Sect.  6.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts for  the  construction  of  sewers  in  North  Mount 
Pleasant  road,  between  Wissahickon  avenue  and  Mc Gal- 
ium street ;  in  South  Mount  Pleasant  road,  between  Mc- 
C'allum  street  and  Wayne  avenue;  in  Wayne  avenue,  be- 
tween South  Mount  Pleasant  road  and  Ellet  street;  in 
Ellet  street,  between  Wayne  avenue  and  Sedgwick  street ; 
in  Sedgwick  street,  between  Ellet  street  and  Wissahickon 
avenue;  in  Wissahickon  avenue,  between  Sedgwick  street 
and  North  Mount  Pleasant  road. 

Sect.  7.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  advertise  according'  to  law,  announcing  that 
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bids  will  be  received  for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and 
he  shall  allot  them  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders  and  it 
shall  be  the  condition  of  said  contracts  that  the  contractor 
shall  accept  the  sums  assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the 
properties  lying  upon  the  lines  of  said  sewers  in  manner 
and  form  authorized  by  existing  ordinances  and  any  ex- 
cess over  and  above  said  assessment,  in  addition  to  that 
provided  for  by  ordinance,  and  also  the  assessable  frontage 
of  the  Fairmount  Park  extension  on  said  streets  shall  be 
charged  to  the  item  for  branch  sewers  in  the  appropriation 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Surveys: 
Provided,,  That  no  assessment  bills  shall  be  charged  against 
property  other  than  that  owned  by  the  Mason  Estate  and

street  to  Wissahickon  avenue. 

Sect.  9.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  be  and  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  notify  owners  of  prop- 
erty on  the  following  streets  to  set  curb  and  pave  the  side- 
walks in  front  of  their  respective  properties  within  sixty 
days  after  receiving  said  notice:  ISTorth  Mount  Pleasant 
road,  Wissahickon  avenue  to  McCallum  street;  Sont.h 
Mount  Pleasant  road,  McCallum  street  to  WTayne  avenue ; 
Wayne  avenue,  South  Mount  Pleasant  road  to  Ellet  street; 
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Ellet  street,  Wayne  aveirae  to  Sedgwick  street;  and  Sedg- 
wick street,  from  Ellet  street  to  Wissahickon  avenue. 

Sect.  10.  Should  any  of  the  property  owners  refuse  or 
neglect  to  set  curb  and  to  lay  the  sidewalk  pavement  for 
sixty  (60)  days  after  said  notice  has  been  given,  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  shall  enter  into  a  contract  with- 
out delay  to  have  said  work  done  and  charge  the  cost 
thereof  to  the  owners  of  the  property  in  front  of  which  it 
is  done ;  and,  if  the  said  cost  is  not  paid  within  sixty  days 
after  a  bill  for  the  same  has  been  presented,  a  claim  shall 
be  filed  in  the  proper  Court  for  the  amount  therefor,  which 
claim  shall  be  a  lien  against  the  property  and  shall  be  con- 
trolled in  the  same  manner  as  other  municipal  claims  are 
now  by  law  controlled:  Provided,  That  the  part  or  share 
properly  chargeable  to  the  City,  because  of  the  ownership 
of  the  extension  of  Fairmount  Park  abutting  on  the  streets 
aforesaid,  shall  be  charged  to  the  item  for  grading,  curb- 
ing, paving  and  repaving  footways  in  the  appropriation 
to  the  Bureau  of  Highways. 

Sect.  11.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  contracts  with  compe- 
tent pavers  for  paving  the  following  streets  with  bitumin- 
ous bound  macadam  with  concrete  base  and  brick  gutters: 
North  Mount  Pleasant  road,  between  Wissahickon  avenue 
and  McCallum  street;  South  Mount  Pleasant  road,  be- 
tween Mc(  allum  street  and  Wayne  avenue ;  Wayne  ave- 
nue, from  South  Mount  Pleasant  road  to  Ellet  street; 
Ellet  street,  from  Wayne  avenue  to  Sedgwick  street;  and 
Sedgwick  street,  from  Ellet  street  to  Wissahickon  avenue. 
The  portion  of  the  work  to  be  paid  for  by  the  City  shall 
be  taken  from  the  item  for  paving  in  the  appropriation  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Highways. 
The  conditions  of  the  contract  shall  be  that  the  contractor 
shall  collect  the  cost  of  paving  from  the  owners  of  prop- 
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erty  respectively  fronting  on  said  streets  and  shall  enter 
into  an  obligation  with  the  City  to  keep  said  streets  in 
good  repair  for  five  years  after  the  paving  is  finished: 
Provided,  That  the  said  streets  shall  first  be  duly  opened 
and  that  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  advertise  for  proposals  for  paving  said  streets  and 
award  the  contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  and 
that  the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  said  streets  shall 
not  be  charged  more  than  the  contract  price:  Provided, 
That  no  assessment  bills  shall  be  charged  against  property 
other  than  that  owned  by  the  Mason  Estate  and  the  Car- 
penter Estate  on  the  line  of  South  Mount  Pleasant  road 
and  Ellet  street,  which  is  assessed  at  suburban  rates. 

Sect.  12.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  enter  security  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  the  payment  of  any  damages,  which  may 
be  assessed  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  the  portions  of 
Mount  Airy  avenue,  Ellet  street  and  South  Mount  Pleas- 
ant road  authorized  to  be  opened  in  Section  3  and  by  rea- 
son of  the  appropriation  of  extensions  of  Fairmount  Park 
as  authorized  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance;  upon  the  fil- 
ing of  said  bond,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  three 
(3)  months,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  open  said  streets. 

Sect.  13.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AX  ORDINANCE 

Relating  to  "Hunting  Park"  in  the  Twenty-third  Ward 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  sell  or  dispose  of  intoxicating  liquors  or  of 
merchandise  of  any  kind  whatsoever  within  the  bounda- 
ries of  said  Park ;  and,  if  any  person  shall  offend  against 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  he  or  she  so  offending 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offence  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars,  which  penalty  shall  be  sued  for  before  any  alder- 
man of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and,  the  same  being  re- 
covered, the  informer  shall  be  entitled  to  the  one-half  part 
thereof. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  of 
City  Property  to  cause  the  said  Park  to  be  laid  out  by 
some  suitable  and  competent  person,  who  shall  be  approved 
by  the  joint  special  Committee  of  Councils  having  charge 
of  this  subject,  and  upon  such  plan  as  the  said  Committee 
may,  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee  of  the  donors, 
consent  to  and  approve;  the  said  Committee  shall  report 
to  Councils  such  plan  and  cost  of  same.  And  he  shall 
also,  subject  to  the  like  supervision  and  approval,  cause 
the  same  to  be  planted  with  suitable  and  appropriate  trees 
and  otherwise  prepared  for  its  future  uses.

The  trustees  under  said  deed  of  trust  have  under  consid- 
eration certain  improvements  east  and  west  of  the  pro- 
posed Morris  Park,  as  the  same  is  now  laid  down  on  the 
confirmed  City  plan.  They  have  entered  into  a  formal  con- 
tract with  us  to  carry  out  these  contemplated  improve- 
ments. In  order  that  our  work  may  be  done  in  the  most 
advantageous  way  possible,  not  only  to  the  Morris  prop- 
erty, but  also  to  the  said  Morris  Park,  we  believe  that 
changes  should  be  made  in  the  boundaries  of  the  said  park, 
as  the  same  now  appear  on  the  confirmed  City  plan. 

The  changes  we  suggest  are  as  follows : 

First.  That  the  easterly  boundary  of  the  park,  between

(  7 )  To  dedicate  to  the  said  City,  grade  and  improve, 
under  City  inspection,  two  cross  streets,  from  Overbrook 
avenue1  to  City  avenue,  between  Sixty-ninth  street  and 
Seventy-first  street,  said  cross  streets  to  be  located  by  the 
said  trustees. 

(8)  To  dedicate  to  the  said  City,  grade  and  improve, 

Seventy-first  street,  from  Overbrook  avenue1  to  City  ave- 
nue. 

(9)  To  dedicate  to  the  said  City,  grade  and  improve. 
Church  road  (see  plan),  from  Lancaster  avenne  to  City

Authorizing  the  revision  of  the  grade  of  City 
avenue,  from  Lancaster  avenue  to  Haverford  street,  and 
of  the  streets  adjacent  thereto,  and  placing  of  the  new 
streets  hereinbefore  mentioned  upon  the  said  plan. 

The  trustees  above  mentioned  authorize  us  to  say  that 
the  proposition  set  forth  in  this  letter  will  remain  open  for 
acceptance  by  the  City  for  a  reasonable  time;  it  is,  of 
course,  understood  that  this  proposition  could  not  remain 
open  indefinitely. 

If  this  letter  and  the  propositions  it  contains  meet  with 
your  approval,  will  you  kindly  forward  the  same  to  Coun- 
cils.

to  the  northwest  side  of  Southampton  avenue,  the  first- 
mentioned  point  and  place  of  beginning,  to  be  known  as 
Pastorius  Park :  Provided,  That,  before  the  notices  shall  be 
issued  taking  said  ground,  Dr.  George  "Woodward  shall 
first  dedicate  so  much  of  the  ground,  as  is  comprised  within 
the  limits  above  described,  as  may  be  owned  by  him.

Upon  the  filing 
of  said  bond  possession  of  the  same  shall  be  taken. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  directed  to  insti- 
tute the  proper  proceedings  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia for  the  taking  of  said  property. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia  acquir- 
ing possession  of  said  ground,  to  be  known  as  Pastorius 
Park,  the  same  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  care  and  custody 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park,  except  the  beds 
of  Lincoln  avenue  and  Hartwell  lane.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  use  of  Independence  Square  so  far  as 
regards  public  meetings. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  plot  of  ground 
attached  to  Independence  Hall  and  known  as  Independ- 
ence Square,  extending  from  Chestnut  street  to  Walnut 
street  on  the  south  and  from  Fifth  street  on  the  east  to 
Sixth  street  on  the  west,  shall  not  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  holding  any  public  or  private  meetings  by  any  citizens 
or  bodies  of  citizens,  corporate  or  otherwise:  Provided, 
however,  That  the  same  may  be  used  by  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, through  its  proper  departments,  for  the  purpose 
of  holding  patriotic  meetings  to  celebrate  some  event  in 
the  history  of  the  Nation,  State  or  City.

AN  ORDIXAXCE 

To  enlarge  Logan  Square  and  to  place  said  square  and 
other  grounds  under  the  care  and  management  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  all  the  land  between 
the  western  boundary  of  Logan  Square  and  Twentieth 
street,  from  Race  street  to  the  Parkway,  is  hereby  appro- 
priated for  public  park  purposes  as  an  addition  to  Logan 
Square  and  the  grounds  within  the  boundaries  of  said  en- 
larged square,  Rittenhouse  Square,  Washington  Square, 
Independence  Square,  Franklin  Square  and  the  Parkway,

feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  easterly  side  of  I  street,  as  now 
upon  the  City  plan;  thence  southwardly  along  the  same, 
being  also  along  the  westerly  line  of  Juniata  Park,  to  a

AN  ORDINANCE 

Selecting  and  appropriating  a  certain  tract  of  ground  along 
Frankford  Creek  and  Tacony  Creek,  in  the  Thirty-fifth 
Ward,  as  a  park  and  open  public  place  for  the  health 
and  enjoyment  of  the  people  and  directing  the  Com- 
missioners of  Fairmount  Park  to  assume  the  custody 
and  maintenance  of  the  same. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  'Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  by  virtue  and  in 
pursuance  of  the  authority  vested  in  them  they  do  select 
and  appropriate  for  park  purposes  and  for  the  health  and 
enjoyment  of  the  people  a  certain  tract  of  ground,  being 
part  of  property  authorized  to  be  placed  upon  the  City 
plan  for  such  purpose  by  ordinance  approved  June  20, 
1908,  and  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors  November 
1G,  1908,  lying  along  Frankford  Creek  and  Tacony  Creek 
in  the  Thirty-fifth  Ward,  bounded  and  described  as  fol- 
lows :  Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  south  line  of 
Courtland  street  with  west  line  of  L  street  and  thence  ex- 
tending southwardly  along  the  west  line  of  said  L  street 
227  feet  11  inches  to  the  centre  line  of  Frankford  Creek; 
thence  up  the  centre  of  said  Frankford  Creek  its  various

said  point  being  in  a  line  drawn  perpendicularly  across 
Ramona  avenue  from  the  intersection  of  the  southeast  line 
of  the  said  Ramona  avenue  with  the  south  line  of  Court- 
land  street  and  80  feet  therefrom ;  thence  crossing  said 
Ramona  avenue  perpendicularly  80  feet  to  the  point  of 
intersection  above  described;  thence  extending  eastwardly

ning; containing  about  16  acres,  more  or  less. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Mayor  be  authorized  and  directed 
to  enter  security  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
for  the  payment  of  any  damages  that  may  be  awarded  by 
reason  of  the  taking  of  said  ground.  Upon  the  filing  of 
said  bond  possession  of  the  same  shall  be  taken. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  directed  to  insti- 
tute the  proper  proceedings  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia for  the  taking  of  said  property. 

Sect.  4.  As  soon  as  the  City  shall  become  legally  pos- 
sessed of  the  tract  of  ground  herein  described,  the  same 
shall  be  named  Tacony  Creek  Park  and  shall  be  placed 
under  the  control  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount 
Park,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  have  been 
or  shall  from  time  to  time  be  established  by  said  Com- 
missioners for  the  care,  management  and  maintenance  of 
Fairmount  Park:  Provided,  however,  That  such  control 
shall  not  extend  over  streets  or  roads  now  upon  the  ( 'ity

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  grounds  within 
the  limits  of  the  parkway  known  as  The  Boulevard  are 
hereby  placed  under  the  care  and  management  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park,  without  interfering, 
however,  with  the  authority  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  complete  and  maintain  the  street  improvements 
or  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to  complete  and 
maintain  the  electric  lighting  thereof  and  to  enforce  the 
criminal  laws  and  traffic  regulations  therein.

RESOLUTION 

Accepting  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  "An  Act  to

AX  OKDIXAXCE 

To  approve  the  regulations  for  the  protection  of  street 
trees  adopted  by  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  following  regu- 
lations for  the  protection  of  street  trees,  adopted  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  and  duly  published 
according  to  law,  are  hereby  approved: 

(1)  Xo  tree  shall  be  pruned,  sprayed,  planted  in,  cut 
down  or  removed  from  any  highway  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia without  authority  from  the  Commissioners  of 
Fairmount  Park, 

(2)  Xo  person  shall  climb  upon,  cut,  break,  bark  or 
otherwise  injure  or  disturb  any  tree,  tree-guard  or  support 
thereof  on  any  highway  in  the  City  without  authority 
from  said  Commissioners. 

(•3)  Xo  person  shall  fasten  any  horse  or  other  animal  to 
any  tree,  tree-guard  or  support  thereof  or  leave  any  animal 
fastened  or  unfastened  within  reach  of  any  tree,  tree- 
guard  or  support  thereof  on  any  highway  in  the  City. 

(4)  Xo  person  shall  attach  any  guy- rope,  cable,  wire  or 
other  fixture  to  any  tree,  tree-guard  or  support  thereof  on 
any  highway  in  the  City. 

(5)  Xo  person  shall  fasten  or  maintain  any  placard, 
sign,  advertisement  or  other  notice  on  any  tree,  tree-guard 
or  support  thereof  on  any  highway  in  the  City. 
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(6)  Xo  person  shall  deface,  injure  or  remove  any  copy 
of  the  Regulations  for  the  Protection  of  Street  Trees  or 
other  notice  posted  on  any  highway  or  other  public  place 
in  the  City  by  authority  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fair- 
mount  Park. 

(7)  Xo  pavement  of  any  kind  shall  be  laid  within  a 
space  of  three  feet  by  -four  feet  around  any  street  tree 
and  no  stone,  gravel,  cement,  lumber  or  other  material 
shall  be  deposited  upon  such  unpaved  area.  Such  un- 
paved  space  must  be  maintained  permanently  and  con- 
tinuously about  the  base  of  the  trunk  of  each  street  tree. 

(8)  Every  person  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the 
foregoing  regulations  shall  pay  a  fine  or  penalty  of  five 
dollars  for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  recovered  before 
any  magistrate  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  debts  of 
that  amount  are  recoverable,  and  said  fine  or  penalty,  if 
not  paid  to  said  magistrate,  shall  become  a  lien  on  the 
real  property  of  the  offender  and  be  collectible  as  pro- 
vided by  law.

RIDING    AND    DRIVING. 

1.  No  person  shall  drive  or  ride  in  the  Parks  at  a  rate 
exceeding  seven  miles  an  hour,  except  on  the  Speedway. 

2.  Xo  person  shall  ride  or  drive  therein  upon  any  other 
part  of  the  Parks  than  the  avenues  and  roads. 

3.  Xo  vehicle  of  burden  or  traffic  shall  pass  through 
the  Parks,  except  as  hereinafter  designated. 

4.  Xo  dangerous  horse  or  animal  shall  be  allowed  to 
enter  or  be  within  the  limits  of  the  Parks. 

5.  Xo  person  shall  lead  a  horse  within  the  limits  of 
the  Parks  that  is  not  harnessed  and  attached  to  a  vehicle 
or  mounted  by  an  equestrian,  unless  bridled  and  saddled 
and  in  charge  of  a  mounted  groom. 

6.  Xo  person  shall  ride  or  drive  an  animal  not  well 
broken  and  under  proper  control  of  the  rider  or  driver, 
and,  if  such  animal  shall  enter  the  Parks,  it  shall  be  re- 
moved promptly  by  the  Guard. 
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7.  No  person  shall  drive,  ride,  lead  or  bring-  into  the 
Parks  any  horse  without  a  bridle  or  remove  the  same  from 
the  animal's  head  whilst  in  the  Parks. 

8.  No  person  shall  bring  into  the  Parks  a  horse  or 
other  animal  with  a  card  or  sign  on  which  are  the  words 
"For  Sale,"  attached  to  the  harness  or  elsewhere. 

9.  No  person  shall  graze  a  horse  or  any  other  animal 
within  the  limits  of  the  Parks. 

10.  All  horse-drawn  vehicles  in  the  Parks  shall  carry, 
between  sunset  and  sunrise,  a  light  on  each  side  in  a  con- 
spicuous position,  so  as  to  be  readily  seen,  showing  white 
in  front,  and  red  in  the  rear,  at  a  distance  of  at  least  two 
hundred  feet. 

11.  No  vehicle  shall  stand  in  any  part  of  the  Parks 
for  the  purpose  of  hire. 

12.  No  driver  or  operator  of  any  vehicle  shall  solicit 
passengers  in  the  Parks. 

13.  No  wagon  or  vehicle  of  an  undertaker  having  his 
name  or  business  thereon  shall  pass  through  the  Parks. 

14.  No  vehicle  shall  stand  upon  a  drive  or  any  part 
thereof,  if  by  so  doing  it  congests  traffic  or  obstructs  the 
road. 

15.  No  vehicle  shall  remain  on  a  drive  without  a  driver 
or  attendant  in  charge  of  it. 

1G.  No  horse  or  other  animal,  or  a  second  horse  and 
vehicle,  shall  be  led  on  the  roadways. 

17.  No  cattle,  horses,  sheep  or  hogs  shall  be  driven  over 
any  bridge  across  the  river  Schuylkill  within  Fairmount 
Park,  except  Girard  Avenue  bridge,  nor  over  that  bridge 
between  the  hours  of  10  A.  M.  and  10  P.  M.,  nor  during 
the  remaining  hours  in  greater  numbers  than  ten  cattle 
or  horses,  or  twenty  sheep  or  hogs,  at  any  one  time. 
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18.  Xo  vehicle  shall  stand  on  a  drive  at  or  near  Bel- 
mont or  Strawberry  ]\lansion  during  the  progress  of  the 
concerts. 

19.  jSTo  vehicle  within  the  Parks  shall  display  any 
flag,  banner  or  other  device,  that  in  any  way  may  frighten 
horses. 

20.  No  person  shall  turn  cattle,  goats,  swine,  dogs, 
horses  or  other  animals  loose  in  the  Parks. 

21.  No  person  shall  tie  or  hitch  a  horse  or  other  animal 
in  the  Parks  except  at  places  designated  and  set  apart  for 
such  purpose. 

22.  Belmont  avenue  within  the  Park  limits  may  be 
used  by  vehicles  of  burden  and  funerals,  as  well  as  for 
general  Park  riding  and  driving. 

23.  Until  2  o'clock  P.  M.  funerals  may  pass  over 
Thirty-fourth  street  drive  northwardly  to  Girard  avenue 
and  thence  eastwardly,  but  not  westwardly. 

24.  Every  rider,  driver  or  operator  of  a  vehicle  shall 
come  to  a  full  stop  at  the  signal  of  a  guard  or  ranger. 

SPEEDWAY. 

1.  The  use  of  the  Speedway  is  restricted  to  light  ve- 
hicles, known  as  buggies,  runabouts,  surreys,  road  carts, 
etc.,  seating  not  more  than  two  persons  and  drawn  by  one 
or  two  horses. 

2.  Fast  driving  shall  be  in  one  direction  only,  from  the 
southwestern  or  Belmont  end  to  the  northeastern  or  Cham- 
ounix  end,  from  which  point  vehicles  may  return  on  the 
Speedway  at  not  over  seven  miles  an  hour. 

3.  The  speed  limit  of  seven  miles  an  hour  shall  not 
apply  to  the  Speedway,  when  used  in  conformity  with 
these  regulations. 

4.  Pedestrians  must  not  cross  the  Speedway. 


222  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

5.  Running  horses,  loud  shouting  or  other  boisterous 
conduct  is  forbidden. 

6.  No  person  shall  sit  or  stand  upon  the  fence  at  the 
side  of  the  Speedway. 

7.  No  person  on  foot,  excepting  those  officially  en- 
gaged in  the  exhibiton  of  speed,  shall  be  allowed  on  the 
Speedway. 

MOTOR    VEHICLES. 

Motor  vehicles  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  may 
use  all  the  drives  in  the  Parks,  except  Wissahickon  drive 
north  of  its  intersection  with  Lincoln  drive,  subject  to  the 
following  regulations : 

1.  Operators  in  charge  of  motor  vehicles  must  be  skilled 
in  the  management  of  such  vehicles,  and  learners  will  not 
be  permitted  to  operate  on  the  Park  drives. 

2.  When  horses  become  restive  or  frightened  at  the  ap- 
proach of  a  motor  vehicle,  the  operator  shall  bring  it  to  a 
full  stop. 

3.  Operators  of  motor  vehicles  must  not  sound  the 
horn,  bell  or  other  signal  device,  except  on  approaching 
the  intersection  of  drives  or  in  order  to  avoid  danger. 

4.  Operators  of  motor  vehicles  must  conform  to  the 
rules  governing  other  vehicles  in  the  Parks  as  well  as  all 
laws  relating  to  motor  vehicles. 

5.  Motor  cycles  in  the  Parks,  between  sunset  and  sun- 
rise, shall  display  one  white  light,  and  all  other  motor 
vehicles  at  least  one  white  light  on  each  side,  visible  for 
two  hundred  feet,  in  front,  and  one  red  light  in  the  rear, 
but  no  motor  vehicle  shall  display  any  light,  whose  rays 
are  concentrated  by  a  reflector  or  condensing  lens,  unless 
it  is  so  adjusted  that  no  part  of  the  reflected  or  condensed 
beam  of  light  shall  strike  the  Ground,  when  the  car  is  on 
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a  level  surface,  at  a  distance  of  over  two  hundred  feet 
from  the  car. 

6.  No  motor  vehicle  shall  be  used  in  the  Parks  unless 
the  registered  number  is  conspicuously  displayed  on  the 
back  of  the  vehicle. 

7.  Any  motor  vehicle  for  pleasure  purposes,  conspicu- 
ously displaying  from  the  rear  a  motor  vehicle  registra- 
tion tag  of  any  State  granting  similar  privileges  to  Penn- 
sylvania motor  vehicles,  may  pass  through  the  Parks,  sub- 
ject to  the  general  regulations  applying  to  motor  vehicles. 

8.  No  person  shall  operate  a  motor  vehicle  in  the  Parks 
which  emits  from  the  exhaust  or  muffler  offensive  quanti- 
ties of  smoke  or  disagreeable  odors. 

9.  No  vehicle,  to  whose  wheels  chains  are  attached, 
shall  use  any  of  the  Park  roads,  except  those  covered  with 
a  bituminous  or  concrete  surface. 

10.  Operators  of  motor  vehicles  in  passing  vehicles  or 
horses  in  the  Parks  shall  leave  an  intervening  space  of 
not  less  than  two  feet  between  them  and  such  vehicles  or 
horses. 

BICYCLES    AND    TRICYCLES. 

Riders  of  bicycles  and  tricycles  shall  comply  with  all 
the  rules  of  the  road  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  be 
subject  to  the  following  regulations: 

1.  Every  machine  must  be  provided  with  a  bell,  so 
arranged  that  it  shall  be  under  the  complete  control  of  the 
person  riding  the  wheel  and  shall  be  distinctly  heard  at  a 
distance  of  thirty  (30)  yards,  sleigh  bells,  large  gong  bells 
and  continuously  ringing  bells  being  prohibited. 

2.  Every  machine,  while  in  motion  after  dark,  must 
have  a  lighted  lamp   attached  to  the  axle  of  the  front 
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wheel.     The  lamp  must  show  a  white  light  in  front  and  a 
red  light  in  the  rear.     Chinese  lanterns  are  not  permitted. 

3.  Alaekines  must  not  be  stacked  within  twenty  (20) 
feet  of  the  driveways. 

4.  Xot  more  than  two  machines  shall  be  ridden  abreast. 

5.  Riding  crosswise  and  curving  to  and  fro  are  strictly 
prohibited. 

6.  Children  riding  small  machines  may  use  the  foot- 
walks. 

7.  Coasting  within  the  limits  of  any  Park  is  prohib- 
ited and  the  rider  must  not  take  his  hands  off  the  handles. 

8.  When  a  wheelman  is  unable  to  ride  a  hill  or  road- 
way in  any  Park,  he  must  dismount  and  push  his  machine 
up  the  adjoining  footpath,  if  one  is  available,  until  a  suit- 
able level  is  reached,  where  he  may  remount  and  proceed. 

9.  In  any  case,  where  a  bicycle  or  tricycle  meets  or 
overtakes  any  horse  which  may  become  restive,  the  wheel- 
man shall  take  every  precaution,  by  dismounting  or  other- 
wise, to  avoid  danger. 

10.  In  case  of  an  accident,  which  cannot  be  repaired  at 
the  time,  the  rider  must  leave  the  Park  by  the  nearest  exit. 

11.  Blowing  of  horns,  playing  of  musical  instruments 
of  any  kind  or  having  musical  instruments,  shades  or 
awnings  attached  in  any  way  to  a  bicycle  or  tricycle,  is 
forbidden. 

12.  Infants  or  children  shall  not  be  carried  on  bicycles 
in  any  manner  whatever. 

13.  A  bicycle  or  tricycle  shall  not  be  towed  by  rope  or 
otherwise. 

14.  ISTo  person  will  be  permitted  to  learn  to  ride  on  the 
Park  drives. 
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ATHLETIC    SPORTS. 

The  portions  of  the  Parks  set  apart  for  ball,  croquet  or 
other  games  are  under  the  following-  regulations : 

1.  Xo  person  shall  engage  in  any  play  at  base  ball, 
cricket,  shinney,  foot  ball,  croquet  or  at  any  other  game 
with  ball  and  bat,  nor  shall  any  foot  race  or  horse  race  be 
permitted  within  the  limits  of  the  Parks,  except  on  such 
grounds  as  shall  be  specially  designated  for  such  purpose, 
and  the  playing  of  games  within  twenty  feet  of  any  drive 
is  prohibited. 

2.  Xo  person  shall  join  in  any  game  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  persons,  of  whom  the  game  is  composed,  or  in 
any  manner  disturb  or  interfere  with  the  same. 

3.  Xo  person  shall  erect  tennis  nets  or  occupy  any 
ground  set  apart  for  tennis,  base  ball,  croquet  or  other 
games  for  the  purpose  of  holding  the  ground. 

4.  Xo  person  shall  play  tennis  unless  wearing  rubber- 
soled  shoes. 

5.  Xo  person  shall  erect  a  net  or  play  on  a  court  until 
the  flag  is  displayed  from  the  flagstatf.  The  flag  will  not 
be  displayed  when  the  courts  are  not  in  condition. 

6.  All  games  must  start  within  thirty  minutes  after 
the  tennis  net  has  been  erected  or  the  players  shall  forfeit 
the  court. 

7.  Xo  person  shall  bat  balls  on  any  court.  Only  the 
regular  game  of  tennis  will  be  permitted. 

8.  Xo   person    shall   lounge   in   or    around   the   locker 

houses  or  eat  lunch  therein.     All  persons  must  be  out  of 

the  locker  houses  within  one-half  hour  after  the  flag  has 

been  lowered  for  the  night. 
15 
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'.).  Clubs  must  pay  $1.00  per  month  for  the  use  of  a 
tennis  locker.  This  fee  is  payable  in  advance  to  the  Cap- 
tain of  the  Park  Guard  on  the  first  day  of  the  month. 
X<>  locker  will  be  given  to  any  club  unless  it  consists  of 
eight  or  more  members,  all  of  the  same  sex. 

BOATING. 

1.  Xo  person  shall  use  the  shores  of  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill within  the  boundaries  of  Fairmount  Park  as  a  landing 
place  for  boats  or  keep  thereat  boats  or  floating  boathouses 
for  private  use  or  hire,  except  by  license  or  lease  granted 
by  the  Commission,  and  only  at  places  designated  and 
under  restrictions  determined  by  said  Commission. 

2.  All  steamers,  launches,  row  boats,  canoes  or  barges 
going  up  the  river  shall  keep  to  the  east  shore  and  those 
coming  down  the  river  to  the  west  shore,  except  in  the  por- 
tion of  the  river  immediately  adjoining  the  tow-path  along 
the  west  shore  and  between  that  and  Belmont  Island, 
where  the  Schuylkill  Xavigation  Company  law  prevails. 

3.  Xo  regatta  or  boat  race  shall  take  place  within  the 
boundaries  of  Fairmount  Park  without  permission  granted 
by  the  Commission. 

4.  Xo  person  shall  remove  any  of  his  clothing  whilst 
on  the  Schuylkill  river  that  may  cause  improper  exposure. 

5.  The  carrying  capacity  of  boats  and  canoes  within 
Park  limits  shall  be  as  follows: 

Boats : 

12  feet  long,  1  feet  beam,  two  persons. 

11  feet  long,  4  feet  beam,  three  persons. 

11  feet  long,  4  feet  6  inches  beam,  six  persons  (family 

boat). 
18  feet  long,  3  feet  beam,  two  persons  (gig). 
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( 'anocs  : 

15  feet  long,  30  inch  beam,  two  persons. 
10  feet  long,  30  inch  beam,  three  persons. 

17  feet  long,  31  inch  beam,  four  persons. 

18  feet  long,  3H  inch  beam,  five  persons. 

6.  All  launches,  barges,  row  boats,  sail  boats,  motor 
boats  and  canoes  shall  display  a  light  from  the  bow  after 
sunset,  while  in  the  stream  with  passengers  on  board,  and 
shall  in  all  other  respects  comply  with  the  laws  relating 
to  such  vessels. 

7.  Xo  boat  or  canoe  shall  be  kept  or  used  in  Fairmount 
Park  without  a  license  from  the  Commissioners,  except 
boats  of  clubs  belonging  to  the  Schuylkill  Navy  or  other 
recognized  boat  clubs  holding  leases  or  licenses  from  the 
Commissioners.  All  such  boats  shall  when  under  way 
between  sunrise  and  sunset  display  the  flags  of  their  clubs. 

S.  All  boats  and  canoes  for  which  individual  licenses 
are  required  shall  for  identification  purposes  display  the 
number  inserted  in  the  license  on  each  side  of  the  bow  in 
figures  at  least  2-|  inches  high.  All  persons  violating  this 
rule  shall,  in  addition  to  the  usual  fine,  forfeit  permission 
to  keep  a  boat  or  canoe  within  Park  limits. 

ZOOLOGICAL   GAEDEX. 

1.  Xo  person  shall  injure,  molest  or  disturb  any  animal 
under  the  care  and  control  of  the  Zoological  Society  of 
Philadelphia  within  the  Park  limits. 

2.  Xo  person  shall  give  or  offer  or  attempt  to  give  to 
any  animal  under  the  care  of  the  Zoological  Society  of 
Philadelphia  within  the  Park  limits  any  tobacco  or  other 
noxious  article  or  anything  prohibited  to  be  given  to  ani- 
mals by  printed  notices  conspicuously  posted  within  the 
Zoological  Garden.

These  Rules  and  Regulations  also  apply  to  all  other 
parks  under  the  control  of  the  Fairmount  Park  Commis- 
sion, in  addition  to  the  preceding-  Rules  and  Regulations 
contained  on  pages  219  to  227,  inclusive. 

PERSONAL  REGULATIONS. 

1.  No  person  shall  enter  or  leave  the  Parks  except  by 
the  entrances  provided  for  the  purpose. 

2.  No  person  shall  stand  or  lie  down  on  a  bench  or  seat 
in  the  Parks. 

3.  No  person  shall  enter  a  retiring  house  set  apart  for 
the  use  of  the  opposite  sex. 

4.  No  person  shall  climb  any  tree  or  break,  cut  down, 
trample  upon  or  remove  or  in  any  manner  injure  or  deface 
any  statue,  ornament,  tree,  plant,  shrub,  fern,  flower, 
flower-bed,  turf  or  any  of  the  buildings,  fences,  bridges 
or  other  constructions  within  the  Parks ;  nor  shall  any 
person  write  on  any  building,  structure,  fence,  rock  or 
stone  within  the  Parks.

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;"».  Xo  person  shall  remove,  disturb,  interfere  with  or 
take  any  of  the  blossoms  or  fruit  growing  upon  any  tree, 
shrub  or  bush  in  the  Parks. 

<i.  Xo  person  shall  in  anywise  injure  or  f<»ul  any  foun- 
tain or  spring  within  the  Parks. 

7.  Xo  person  shall  carry  firearms  or  shoot  birds  in  the 
Parks,  or  within  fifty  yards  thereof,  or  throw  stones  or 
other  missiles  therein. 

8.  Xo  person  shall  annoy,  strike,  injure,  maim  or  kill 
any  animal,  either  running  at  large  or  confined  in  a  close, 
in  the  Parks. 

9.  Xo  person  shall  disturb  the  fish  or  water  fowl  in  the 
pools  or  ponds  or  birds,  nests  or. eggs  in  any  part  of  the 
Parks. 

10.  Xo  person  shall  go  in  to  bathe  within  the  Parks 
except  at  such  places  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Commis- 
sioners. 

11.  When  ice  on  the  river  or  lakes  becomes  unsafe,  the 
Park  Guards  shall  warn  all  persons  thereon  to  leave  by 
sounding  their  whistles,  or  otherwise,  and  all  persons  shall 
promptly  leave  the  ice. 

12.  Xo  person  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale  any  tickets 
of  any  kind  in  the  Parks. 

13.  Xo  person  shall  solicit  alms  or  subscriptions  in  the 
Parks. 

14.  Xo  person  shall  solicit  permission  to  photograph 
visitors,  nor  take  the  photograph  of  any  person  or  persons 
without  their  consent. 

15.  Xo  gathering  or  meeting  of  any  kind,  assembled 
through  advertisement,  shall  be  permitted  in  the  Parks 
without  the  previous  permission  of  the  Commission ;  nor 
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shall  any  gathering  or  meeting  for  political  purposes  bo 
permitted  under  any  circumstances. 

16.  Xo  person  shall  have  any  musical,  theatrical  or 
other  entertainment  therein  without  the  license  of  the 
Commission. 

17.  Xo  person  shall  sell  or  expose  any  article  for  sale 
within  the  Parks  without  the  previous  license  of  the  Com- 
mission. 

18.  Xo  person  shall  take  ice  from  any  stream  or  lake 
within  any  Park  without  the  previous  license  of  the  Com- 
mission. 

19.  Xo  carrousel,  swing  or  like  amusement  device  shall 
be  operated  in  the  Parks  on  Sunday. 

20.  ]NTo  threatening,  abusive,  insulting  or  indecent  lan- 
guage or  any  conduct  that  may  annoy  others  shall  be 
allowed  in  the  Parks. 

21.  Xo  gaming  or  any  obscene  or  indecent  act  shall  be 
allowed  in  the  Parks. 

22.  Xo  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  sold  within  the 
Parks. 

23.  Xo  person  shall  discharge  any  fireworks  in  the 
Parks  without  the  previous  license  of  the  Commission. 

24.  Xo  person  shall  throw  any  dead  animal  or  offensive 
matter  or  substance  of  any  kind  into  the  river  Schuylkill 
or  other  waters  within  the  boundaries  of  any  Park. 

25.  Xo  person  shall  scatter,  drop  or  leave  in  any  por- 
tion of  the  Parks,  except  in  the  receptacles  provided  for 
the  purpose,  any  piece  of  paper,  rag,  garbage,  dead  flower 
or  other  rubbish. 

2G.  Xo  person  shall  injure,  deface  or  destroy  any  no- 
tices, rules  or  regulations  for  the  Government  of  the  Parks 
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posted  or  in  any  other  manner  permanently  fixed  within 
the  limits  of  the  same. 

27.  Xo  placard,  advertisement,  public  notice  or  per- 
sonal card,  except  Park  notices,  rules  and  regulations,  shall 
be  distributed,  posted  or  affixed  in  any  manner  in  the 
Parks. 

28.  Xo  military  or  other  parade  or  procession  or 
funeral  shall  take  place  in  or  pass  through  the  limits  of 
the  Parks  without  the  license  of  the  Commission. 

29.  Xo  street  railway  car  shall  come  within  the  limits 
of  the  Parks  without  the  license  of  the  Commission. 

30.  No  person,  without  the  authority  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, shall  light  or  permit  a  fire  to  burn  in  any  of  the 

.Parks  and  any  one  who  discovers  a  fire  in  any  Park  shall 
at  once  notifv  the  nearest  Guard  or  Ranger. 


AEKESTS. 

The  Park  Guards  and  Rangers  shall  without  warrant 
forthwith  arrest  any  offender,  whom  they  may  detect  in  the 
violation  of  any  of  the  preceding  rules  and  regulations, 
and  take  the  person  so  arrested  forthwith  before  a  magis- 
trate having  competent  jurisdiction  and  they  shall  have 
at  all  times  the  right  to  enter  the  premises  of  the  boat 
houses  or  other  buildings  in  the  Parks  for  the  purpose  of 
arresting  violators  of  Park  rules  and  may  use  all  necessary 
means  to  attain  that  end. 

PUNISHMENT. 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  foregoing  rules 
or  regulations  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  for 
each  and  every  such  offense  shall  pay  a  fine  of  five  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  before  any  magistrate  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
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delphia  as  debts  of  that  amount  are  recoverable,  which 
fine  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  for  Park  pur- 
poses. 

PERMITS. 

All  permits  issued  by  the  Secretary  or  Chief  Engineer 
shall  be  subject  to  Park  rules  and  regulations  and  the  per- 
sons to  whom  such  permits  may  be  granted  shall  be  bound 
by  said  rules  and  regulations  as  fully,  as  though  the  same 
were  inserted  in  said  permits,  and  any  person  or  persons 
to  whom  such  permits  may  be  granted  shall  be  liable  for 
any  loss,  damage  or  injury  sustained  by  any  person  by 
reason  of  the  negligence  of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom 
such  permits  may  be  granted,  their  servants  or  agents. 


PARKWAY    BUILDING    REGULATIONS 


Ordinance  of  March  21.  1017. 
As  Amended  by  Ordinance  of  July  10.  1917. 

AX  ORDINANCE 

To  approve  regulations  for  the  location,  size  and  use  of 
buildings  along  the  Parkway. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  following  regu- 
lations, made  by  the  Fairmount  Park  Commission,  for  the 
location,  size  and  use  of  buildings  along  the  Parkway,  a 
public  place  under  its  care  and  management,  are  hereby 
approved : 

Buildixg  Begulatioxs 

For  the  Parkway  between  Broad  street  and  Eighteenth 

street. 
Xo  building,  any  portion  of  which  may  come  within  the 
boundary  lines  of  the  Parkway  between  Broad  street  and 
Eighteenth  street  or  within  two  hundred  feet  therefrom, 
shall  hereafter  be  erected,  altered  or  used  except  in  con- 
formity with  the  following  regulations : 

1.  The  main  cornice  line  of  every  such  building,  except 
a  church,  fronting  on  or  facing  toward  the  Parkway  shall 
not  exceed  in  height  above  the  street  level  three  times  the 
width  of  its  facade  fronting  on  or  visible  from  any  point 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  Parkway  or  in  any  event  two 
hundred  feet  and  no  other  portion  of  said  building,  except

pediment  or  attic  wall,  shall  exceed  the  height  of  said  cor- 
nice, unless  the  portion  or  portions  above  said  cornice  line 
shall  recede  from  the  plane  of  each  facade  of  said  building 
at  least  as  far  as  said  portion  or  portions  extend  above  said 
line.  Xo  portion  of  such  building,  except  a  church,  shall 
in  any  case  exceed  two  hundred  and  forty-five  feet  in 
height  above  the  street  level. 

2.  Xo  such  building  erected  on  a  lot  abutting  on  the 
Parkway  shall  be  used  for  a  stable,  a  garage  or  for  any 
manufacturing  purpose  or  for  the  display  of  a  bill-board  or 
roof  sign. 

3.  Xo  such  building  shall  be  erected  or  altered,  until 
the  plans  therefor  have  been  approved  by  the  Art  Jury, 
and  no  sign,  notice  or  advertisement  of  any  kind,  visible 
from  any  point  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Parkway, 
shall  be  displayed  thereon,  unless  the  design  and  location 
of  said  sign,  notice  or  advertisement  have  been  similarly 
approved.  Xo  permit  for  such  erection  or  alteration  shall 
be  issued,  until  the  approval  of  the  Art  Jury  has  been  ob- 
tained, and  the  erection  or  alteration  shall  conform  to  the 
design,  location  and  plans  approved. 

Building-  Regulations 

For  the  Parkway  and  Logan  Square  between  Fairmount 
Park  and  Eighteenth  street. 

Xo  building,  any  portion  of  which  may  come  within 
the  boundary  lines  of  the  Parkway  or  Logan  Square  be- 
tween Fairmount  Park  and  Eighteenth  street  or  within 
two  hundred  feet  therefrom,  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  al- 
tered or  used  except  in  conformity  with  the  following 
regulations : 

1.  The  main  cornice  line  of  every  such  building,  except 
a  church,  shall  not  exceed  in  height  above  the  street  level 
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the  width  of  its  facade  fronting  on  the  Parkway  Drive  or 
facing  toward  the  Parkway  or  Square  or  in  any  event 
eighty  feet  and  no  other  portion  of  said  building,  except 
pediment  or  attic  wall,  shall  exceed  the  height  of  said  cor- 
nice, nnless  the  portion  or  portions  above  said  cornice  line 
shall  recede  from  the  plane  of  each  facade  of  said  building 
at  least  as  far  as  said  portion  or  portions  extend  above  said 
line.  Xo  portion  of  such  building,  except  a  church,  shall 
in  any  case  exceed  one  hundred  feet  in  height  between 
Fairmount  Park  and  the  Crescent  or  one  hundred  and 
sixty  feet  in  height  between  the  Crescent  and  Eighteenth 
street. 

2.  Xo  such  building  erected  within  the  boundary  lines 
of  the  Parkway  or  Square  or  on  a  lot  abutting  thereon 
shall  be  used  for  a  stable,  a  garage  or  for  any  manufac- 
turing, industrial  or  commercial  purpose  or  for  the  dis- 
play of  a  bill-board  or  roof  sign.

or  used  or  the  sign,  notice  or  advertisement  displayed  in 
violation  of  any  of  said  regulations  is  not  removed  within 
five  days  after  the  imposition  of  the  penalty,  the  person 
offending  shall  be  liable  to  a  further  penalty  of  twenty-five 
dollars  a  day,  to  be  recovered  as  aforesaid,  for  every  day 
after  the  expiration  of  said  period  of  five  days,  during 
which  such  portion  of  the  building,  sign,  notice  or  adver- 
tisement remains  unremoved.
